C hicago, May 18ih,—It is learned here 
that a cyclone passed north of Racine, Wis., 
at abont half-past 8 o’clock this evening, and 
that a number of buildings were destroyed. 
No particulars are obtainable, as the tele* 
graph wires went down at that hour, and all 
communication northward, and between this 
city and Milwaukee and St. Paul, is cut off. 
At this hour (10 o’clock) an unusually severe 
wind and rain-storm, accompanied by 
thunder and lightning, is prevailing here, 
signs being whisked cff and a general clatter 
prevailing about the streets. Fears are enter­ 
tained that some frail wooden bnildings in 
the outskirts will be blown down, ar.d the 
snapping outside b“ driven across the east 
shore of Like Michigan. A squall struck 
ths city this afternoon, and about 400 feet in 
length and 50 feet in width of the building for 
covering the exposition of railway appliances 
was blown down. Four workmen wero in­ 
jured. One had a leg broken and one was 
scalped. But for the fact th t the police had 
just driven away a lsrge number of loungers 
about the place, the cr.suolities would have 
been numerous. 
The damage will be re­ 
paired in a couple of days. 
C hicago, May 19th—a. m.—Up to this 
hour (12:30) no casualties are reported from 
the storm here to-night. 
AT SPRINGFIELD, 
S prin gfield (111.), May 18th. — At 7 
o’clock this evening a heavy thunder-storm, 
accompanied by a strong wind, passed over 
this city. It was particularly severe in the 
southern portion of the city, but did no spe­ 
cial damage except to trees. This storm was 
the edge of a tornado that swept through the 
country two miles south, veering to the norlfc- 
eas\ and destroying a large amount of prop­ 
erty. The places where the storm struck are 
not connected by telegraph or felephoce, and 
the details are not known ; but those in the 
city who saw the funnel-shaped cloud passing 
over the country, and heard the rumbling 
and crashing of the storm, are certain that 
the particulars will show a vast amount of 
damage to persons and property. 
DETAILS FROM RACINE. 
R acine, May 18th.—The first cyclone in 
the history of this section struck Racine at 
7 o’clock to-night, passing through the ex­ 
treme northwestern portion of the city, de­ 
molishing 150 houses and barns, and causing 
the loss of about twenty lives, besidee ICO 
more or less seriously injured. The day was 
ushered in bright aDd cool, with a fresh wind 
blowing from the southeast. Toward noon 
the sky was overcast, and about 4 o’clock a 
sharp rain prevailed. The Bun again camo 
out for about an hour during the afternoon. 
The temperature was about 20°, and about 0 
o’clock heavy clouds «gain gathered in the 
west. Ths air was oppressively warm. The 
cyclone was announced by the breaking cf 
the clouds, which took a whirling motion, 
and struck the earth with a noise which 
might be compared to the roar and rumbling 
of a thousand railroad trains thundering over 
a bridge. Ta« path of the storm is a little 
over half a mils long, and perhaps a quarter 
of a mile wide. In this territory, here and 
there, not a building is left standing. All 
brick and frame bnildings alike collapsed, and 
their sites are marked only by heaps of fallen 
debris M iny occupants of the houses es­ 
caped by ee king their cellars and other 
places of comparative safety, but the cyclone 
came with such lightning quickness that 
many were killed before reaching the cellars. 
Iu cnly a few cases were the houses moved 
from their foundations. Those ¡a the center 
of the storm simply exploded and fell in ruins 
where they had stood. Some nearer the cir­ 
cumference were turned around, and it is 
reported that same light articles, such as 
wagons, were swept into the L.ke. The cy­ 
clone, as it moved from the city out upon the 
waters of Lake Michigan, presented a grand 
spectacle, such as is seen but once in a life­ 
time. The whirling columns of air seemed 
monster wreaths of smoke as they whirled 
over the watery expanse, beering with them 
columns of water-spouts. No ship that er- 
conntered this monster cf air could by 
any possibility escapa destruction. All 
tha physicians of 
the city responded 
nobly 
to 
the 
call 
for 
as-istance, 
and did what they could to alleviate the suf­ 
ferings of the wounded, who were at occe 
conveyed to St. Luke’s and St. Mary's Ho - 
pitáis, where they wiil receive the best of 
care. The dead were taken, some to houses 
of friends and some to the Cenrt-hons?. In­ 
quests will be held to-morrow by the Cor­ 
oner. The list cf casualties, so far aa they 
can be learned to-night, is as fellows : Fa­ 
tally injarsd—Mr. Kurtz, Herman Kuhl, 
Mrs. McCarty, August Kisner sud wife, 
Simon Ueise, and a son and daughter of Fred. 
Falk. Killed—I’aui Kuhl, Albert Kuhl, a 
daughter of Barney Willing, an infant sen of 
August Kiatcr. Seriously injured—Matt. 
Levy, two children of Mr-. Barry, Mrs. 
Mary Miiler. Dangerously wounded—Mrs. 
Flanagan and three children. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT FROM RACINE 
R acine, May lS'.h.—For the first time 
tinco the settlement of Racine, the county 
has bsen visited by a cyclr.ne. The meteor­ 
ological candi'ion ol the lake shore belt cf 
country was believed to be such that a dis­ 
astrous cyclono was an impo-sibility; but 
tho debris of wrecked house5, and the scores 
of dead and dyi-g, which made this a city of 
moumirg to-night, attest the falsity of the 
theory. The day had been Lo’.ably chilly 
for the eeaspc, and many wore overcoats all 
car. Tee morning was bright and fair, with 
the wind blowing freshly from the southeast. 
As the day advanced, clouds obscured the 
sky, and the air grew more chiliy. At 4 
o’xloek a whirling mass fell to the earth with 
a noise that can only be compered to the 
buzzing ond rumbling cf millions of raiiread 
trains. The frightful sound continued for not 
more than two minutes, and tee Lightened 
people crept from cellars and hiding piacis 
lo behold a magnificent spectacle. Tee 
cyclone passed from land upon the water of 
Lake Michigan, where it whirhd and created 
innumerable waterspouts, Borne of which 
formed spectacles beautiful in the extreme. 
Fully 25 people were killed, and as many as 
100 injured. One hundred and fifty houses 
were demolished, and had the cyclone struck 
the business center-the damage would have 
been 
incalculable. At Western Union 
Junction, seven miles west of Racine, many 
houses were ruined, and one fatal injury at 
this time is reported, that of Mrs. Webber, 
whose son is well known among railroad men 
in Racine. The killed and wounded, so far 
03 it is at present possible to obtain infor­ 
mation, are as follows : N. Woifr. a gar­ 
dener 
in Mount Pleasant; 
W. A. 
Spradel, leg and two 
ribs 
broken ; 
Mrs. Spradel, hurt internally and limbs in-, 
jured. At Lutz Gsrdau, Kate Lutz, 70 rears 
old, had an arm broken and head crushed ; 
very badly injured. Willis and John Kas- 
tanick, 11 and 13 years old, were killed. A 
little girl of Peter Dressel, 6 years old, was 
killed. Mtf, Kaatanick was probably fatally 


injured. Aug. Steinway s arm was broken 
and head and legs injured. Mrs. Frederick 
Falk, seriously hurt; Herman Kuez, bruired 
about the bead : Mrs. Rihuse, hurt about the 
breast an’ eyes; Fred Falk, seriously hurt 
abcut the head and eyes ; Simon Glise, fa­ 
tally hurt, injuries in the head ; M att Savin, 
internal injuries, probably fatal; three small 
children of Fred Falk injured, two fatally; 
Mrs. Barz’a two children very seriously in­ 
jured ; Mrs. McCarty, oa High street, fatally 
injured; Kate McCarty, injured, but not 
seriously; August Kisner and wife, fatally 
hurt, and baby dead; 
Mrs. Kiener, 
chest bone broken and skull fractured; 
Mrs. Flannigan and three children, all dan­ 
gerously injured; Mrs. Mary Miller, badly 
bruised ; her little girl has a broken ankle 
and her son has a leg broken ; a girl named 
Sarah, workiag at Lutz’s, badly bruised 
abont ihe head and face ; Fred. Rssmus, leg 
and free badly bruised, Barney Willing and 
family all saved themselves by getting into 
the cellar, except a little boy nud girl. No 
traces of the former can be found. Ihigirl 
was blown twenty rods aod instantly killed. 
The house of Kortz was blown to pieces. 
Mr?. Kortz wss fatally injured, and Mr. 
Kortz escaped with a bruised heal and 
body. P~al Kuhl, ons of their board­ 
ers, was taken out dead, and Albert 
Kuhl was taken out alive, but died soon 
after. Herman Kuhl is alive, but fatally 
injured. Michael. Dorney’s knee is broken 
and one eye knocked cut. Mrs. Wendt, liv­ 
ing on West street, is fatally hurt, and her 
child is hurt seriously, Michael Joechim, of 
High street, was badly hurt; his wife and 
four children were hurt badly, and will die. 
John Dukes and P. Jacobson’s new houses 
on North Main street were blown to pieces. 
Anderson’s house was destroyed, and the 
family all hurt more or less. Mrs. Czptain. 
Doot’s house wa3 blown to pieces, and an in­ 
mate named Kuntzen had his arm broken. 
William Garabeli’s house was half destroyed 
and hi? barn wrecked. 
AU the houses on the west side of N orth 
Main street, north cf English street, wero 
demalirhed. Most of them wero of wood, 
but one was a large brick house owned by 
Mr. Fisher. Many houses on North Wiscon­ 
sin street were more or less damaged. One 
houre on High street, facing ea3t, was picked 
up, and appeared to float in the air twenty 
feet above tho S3rtb, and when it alighted it 
was in a tolerable state cf preserva­ 
tion and faced south. A barn cn Mil­ 
waukee street was lifted in the air 
and came down the under side up, 
presenting a strange appearance, Sidewalks 
in the track of tiro cyclone were crawn into 
the air, trees torn up by the root?, cud out- 
houees, etc., wero no more than feathers 
wafted by a breezo. The path of the meteor ­ 
ological mun-ter is a literal scene of ruin. 
The clapboards of bouses appear to have 
been ground into splinters. Fourteen per­ 
sons were in Potura’a saloon, on Douglass 
avenue, and though the twe-story brick build­ 
ing in.which it was located was reduced to a 
mere pile of bricks and mortar, no one wap 
serious’y ip jured. The ecene among the 
dead, wounded and dying in (lie northern 
pait of the city is one priuful beyond descrip­ 
tion. In many instance? surviving relatives 
had lost all semblance of reason. Physicians 
were not numerous enough to give prompt 
assistance, zed numerou3 b’eeáÍDg victims 
were rolled up in blankets, while anxious rel­ 
atives rr-n in every direction to secure medical 
aid. The sufferer», as a ru’.e, are poor. The 
extent cf country traversed by the storm can­ 
not be even guessed at here, but it is believed 
to have struck this county first, 
HARVARD ASD VICINITY. 
C hicago, May 19;h—1:15 a. h .—The train 
over the Galena division of the Northwestern 
which arrived to night brings rr.esger p rcicu- 
l»rs of the cycior.c near Harvard, 111. Shortly 
before ti o’clock dark clouds were hanging 
over Chcruur-g, a small village near Harvard. 
Suddenly a r.oiee was heard, a cyclone was 
formed and swooped down upon the plage 
with feufui rapidity, Houses were torn to 
niscea like cardboards and whirled through 
the air. Lsrge buildings were It v; led ia an 
instant. There are no definite detai’e, but it 
is understood that a number of persons were 
killed and at least twenty wounded. Passing 
to the cast tho storm again struck, doing con­ 
siderable damage. Then tha wind changed 
to the nor!lisast and widened to a mile. 
Lawrence, a small station 3ix miles north of 
Harvard, was badly damaged, aad the sur­ 
rounding country desolated. No more par­ 
ticulars are obtainable yet. 
FURTHER FROM HARVARD. 
H arv ard, May 18;h.—A terrible cyclone 
passed through this section cf country at 6 
o’clock this evening. The day had been very 
sultry, hut with a strong wind blowing from 
the southeast. Heavy clouds banked up in 
the west during th9 latter part of tho after­ 
noon, and at last formed into a inane! shaped 
cloud. The first damioe was reported at 
Chemung and vicinity, where several houses 
and barns were totally demolished and the 
roof of a largo miil taken off. Four per?or,s 
were badly hurt and one killed. The storm 
passed about two miles west, where it struck 
a large farm-house and barn of Patrick Ken­ 
nedy, tearing them to kindling wood, in­ 
stantly killiog William McGuire, fatally 
injuring Mr. Kennedy, aid badly bruising 
three children. The large barn cf James 
R ger3 was next struck and tern to pieces, 
and Ids dwelling partly destroyed. The next 
house and barn—George V/akeiej’s—shared 
a similar fate. The storm passed in a north­ 
eastly direction, and reports come iu of much 
damage in the vicinity of Alden and Hebron. 
Trees, fences and everything in the path of 
the storm-cloud were destroyed. 
Harvard 
narrowly escaped with less ihsn half a mile, 
r«r.d at one time the cyclone appeared !o be 
coming directly toward it. Patrick Oairig-.r, 
living near Chemung, and a hired man named 
Bostley, of Alden, were instantly killed.

Underwood, aged 27 
years, and his gift is that cf generating firs 
through the medium of his breath, assisted 
by manipulations with his hands. He will 
take anybody’s handkerchief and hold it 
to bis mouth, rub it vigorously with his 
hands while breathing on it, and immedi­ 
ately it bursts into flames and burns until 
consumed. He will strip, aad rinse out 
bis mouth thoroughly, wash his hands, and 
submit to the most rigid examination to 
preclude the possibility cf any humbug, aDd 
then by hie bre3th blown upon any papsr 
or cloth envelop it in flame. He will, 
when out gunning and without matches, 
desirous of a fire, lie down after collecting 
dry leaves, and by brc-athing on them start 
a fire, and then coolly take off his wet 
stockings and dry them. It is impossible 
to persuade him to do it more than twice a 
day, and the effort is attended with the 
most extreme exhaustion. He wiil sink 
into a chair alter doing it, and on one occa­ 
sion, after he had a newspaper on fire, Dr. 
Woodmen placed his hand on his head 
and discovered hi? ecalp to be violently 
twitching, as if under intense excitement. 
He will do it at any time, no matter where 
he ia, under any cireamsUncea, and Dr. 
Woodman has repeatedly kaovrn cf his sit­ 
ting back from the dinner table, taking a 
draught oí water,‘and by blowing on his 
napkin at once set it on tire. He is igno­ 
rant, and says that he first discovered his 
strange power by inhaling and exhaling on 
a perfumed handkerchief that suddenly 
burned while in his bands,

KEATNES3 OH THB FARM 
Intelligentobservers havegenerally noted 
the fact that in every rural neighborhood 
the prosperous farmers are almost invaria­ 
bly thoso who keep their buildings painted, 
fences in good repair, and their fields free 
from stone, weeds and rubbiah. Of course 
it may be said that men who have plenty 
of money can afford to spend it for keeping 
up appearances. But this is evidently not 
the full explanation cf this coincidence of 
facts. Men who make money, especially 
in farming, are least incliced to pay it out 
merely for show. It msv bo Eafelv put 
down as a general fale that the work per­ 
formed by the moat thrifty farmers is in 
the direction of profit; hence, as neatness 
commonly goes with thrift, it is quite as 
likely to be one of its causss as one of its 
effects. There are exceptions to this rule, 
aa to all others. Some farmers accumulate 
money still more rapidly, not by increasing 
their income, but by a system of grinding 
parsimony, by robbing themselves and 
cheating their families to put dollars in 
their purse. These are not examples to be 
imitated. 
The aim cf moat reasonable 
men is not only to make money, bnt in the 
meantime to live in a reasonable and com­ 
fortable manner. To accomplish the-e ob­ 
jects it is cot difficult to prove that neat­ 
ness be essential. There are many reasons 
why habits of neatness in farming lead to 
success. Such habits are none too com- 
moD, and in every business the men who do 
their work in the must thorough manner 
get the best pay. The world is full of poor 
work ; that of necessity can onl^be poorly 
paid. The fsrmer who grows his crops 
among weeds can never sell his grain at the 
highest market price, while the extra caie 
needed to secure absolute purity is sure to 
be proportionately well paid. Farmers un­ 
derstand this well enough, as is shown by 
heir periodic endoavors to secure pure 
seed for sowing and planting. If we go to 
almost any market we will find that the 
bulk of crops are more or Ices mixed, and 
therefore unsalable for seed and undesira­ 
ble for any purpose. Almost every spring 
there is aa active demand for seed barley, 
free from oats or other varieties cf barley, 
and not uafrequently farmers buy from 
seed stores, paying from two to fonr times 
the price at which they sold their grain the 
fall prcviuu». In almost any neighborhood 
a farmer who will grow pare seed of the 
various grains will find a demand for his 
entire stock at prices enough better than 
market rates to ar.sure him a profit. When 
we are told that farming is not profitable, 
the implication is that reference is made to 
tho common slovenly method. The fancy 
kinds of farming, such as growing seeds 
and garden vegetables, nearly always pays 
those who intelligently cccdoct them. Yet 
seed growing and gardening are really as 
true farming as growing hay or making 
butter and cheese. They are only better 
paid because they cannot be conducted 
without close attention to details, and it is 
in this that neatness consists.—[American 
Cultivator.

THE SINKING OF THS ALABAMA. 
Charleston is bo seldom honored with the 
visit of a notional war vessel that the 
presence of two in the harbor at one time 
is quite an event in tho history of the port. 
The Kearaarge, which has been here some 
days now, and is anchored off the battery, 
possesses some interest from her memorable 
fight with the A'abama. Thomas Doran, a 
line-looking, weil-built seaman, about forty 
years of sge, was pointed oat us the only 
man on board who had been on the ship in 
the fight with the Alabama. Doran was 
vti^- communicative, and kindly enter­ 
tained the reporter with what reminiscences 
he could recall of the memorable fight. 
“ I was,” he said, “ a boy, a ship’s boy on 
the Kearsafge, when ths fight took place, 
and it’s been a ton? time ago, you know, 
bnt I remember the sinking of tbe Ala­ 
bama, and we were all of the opinion that 
it was that gun yonder which did the busi­ 
ness for her.” Here he conducted the re­ 
porter to a long 11-inch smooth-bore Dahl- 
gren, which was mounted on a pivot just 
shaft the mainmast, and which was splen­ 
didly polished and carefully lashed to the 
white deck. “ Leastways,” continued tho 
tar, “ this gun and that other one (another 
11-inch Dahlgren mounted on a pivot l>3- 
tweea the foremast and the mainmast) were 
ia her when the fight took place ; the aft 
gun was forrad then, and we think it WS3 
her as rank the Alabama. The ship was 
handsomely fought, 1 remember, ar.d she 
went down with colors Ilyin’. While tho 
fight lasted sue made it hot for us. A 
shell wo ai'arwards found from oao of the 
Alabama’s guns fr.ítened u> onr stern post, 
and tne c-ffic-rs eai-l if it had exploded it 
would have blown out onr storn and sunk 
the ship at once, tsd so I believe it wpuld. 
I saw the Alabama go down. It was soon 
after a shot was fired from that Dahlgren. 
A man named Boyd was tho gunner. He 
was afterwards made a bos’n.—[Charleston

Another Execntlon in D nblla—The Pla­ 
cer Discoveries Iu Lower California— 
Boiler Explosion In Bnssla The Pepe*

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Another Execution In Dnblin. 
D u b lin , May ld.h.—Daniel Curley, the 
second man convicted of the murder of Cav­ 
endish and Burke, was hanged at Kilmain- 
ham Jail at 8 o’clock this roornirg. The jail 
was guarded by a force cf military sim’Iar to 
that on the occasion of the hanging of Brady 
on Monday last. After the priest» bad 
prayed quietly with the condemn?d msn in 
bis cell, mass was performed in the prison 
chapel iu the presence of the Governor and 
wardenp, where Curley received ti e sacra­ 
ment. 
Meanwhile a group of women, who 
had gathered outside the prison, were on 
their knees sayitg the litany for the dying. 
When the black flog, announcing that the 
execution had taken place, was hoisted over 
tha prison, every man in the crowd outside 
(which numbered barely a thousand) uncov­ 
ered ti? head, and murmured sympathy with 
Curley was uttered. A rush was then made 
by the ciowd for a garden near by, where 
Curley’s relatives had assembled, and where 
his father was kneeling and praying for the 
repose of the soul of his son. The people 
soon dispersed quietly. Curley walked to the 
scaffold with little tsaiatance i ad eccmed to 
be resigned to his fate, bnt declined to make 
any statements touching his connection with 
th? crime for which he was executed. Death 
was instantaneous. 
In a letter which Curley wrote to his wife, 
he said : “ I will take my secret to the grave 
with me, and leave those who are at freedom 
to enj >y it. I will die in peace, forgiving my 
enemiee.”

Hz Oriente Lux. 
Before proceeding to the occult account 
of the state of being after death, it seems 
advisable to consider a very common error 
fallen into in this connection, namely, the 
disposition to expect too much iu the way 
of explanation. Lot it be remembered 
that modem science teaches the evolution 
of higher from lower forms, and the in­ 
crease of complexity and heterogeneity with 
development. 
Then let the inquirer 
represent iohiraself the enormous difficulty 
which would attend the exposition of this 
state of existence to beings who had never 
experienced it themselves. In such a case 
it is evident that it would be almost as im­ 
possible to convey these ideas and con­ 
ceptions of human life in its entirety as it 
is for the inhabitants of space of three 
dimensions to attain anything like a 
definite conception of the possibilities and 
implications of a space of four dimensions. 
The inquirer demands a fall and explicit 
account of the future life. It is true that 
he has been induced to expect such ar. 
explicit account by his theological educa­ 
tion. The churches having found it neces­ 
sary to have succinct and intelligible 
answers at ..and to all the hard questions 
which meditation upon Man's Whence and 
Whither suggests, long since provided 
themselves with schemes of the future life 
which were comparatively simple because 
they were the excogitations of ignorance, 
and comparatively intelligible because 
they were wholly anthropomorphic. But 
however illuminated and exalted the 
human miad may become, and however 
clear to the disciplined intelligence of the 
Adept the complexity of the future 
life as it really exists may be, it 
is not to be expected that the de­ 
scription and 
explanation of 
these 
complex phenomena 
can 
be 
made 
simple and easy to the uninitiated. In fact 
there must always remain truths unattain­ 
able by the latter ; truths the perception 
and apprehension cf which are reserved for 
highly-trained fioultns. 
The Eastern 
Adepts, it roust be borne in mind, are the 
representatives of a Science which has 
been preserved for ages, and which has 
Letn growing derirg the whole of that 
period. Their Science is as systematic as 
that of the West, but Western Science 
does not furnish the key to it. Now if a 
Greek of tho lime of Pericles were set 
down suddenly in the midst of nineteenth 
century civilization, it would evidently be 
very difficult to make him understand all 
the material progress achieved hy Man 
since he was on earth. He would find it 
almost impossible to bridge over the chasm 
separating hia age from the present one. 
Iu many respects he would be as far behind 
the men cf to-day as they are in advance 
of the cave-men. Thi3 hypothetical case 
is of course quite plain ; and it is really 
identical with the actual ease. The East­ 
ern Adepts have attained a knowledge of 
Science as far beyond that of the WeBt, as 
that of the latter is beyond the Science of 
the Periclean age. It follows from this 
that the capacity of the Western mind to 
receivo whatever illumination may be ac­ 
corded it mu-t not be too hastily assumed. 
There are many things which under such 
conditions must be left dimly sketched. 
But it is to be remembered throughout that 
the statements about to be made are held 
by the Occultists, not as speculations, but 
as positive truths, ascertained by actual 
experience, and no more to be doubted 
than the facts of objective earthly exist­ 
ence. 
The following account of tho Occult doc­ 
trine is taken from the “ Fragments ” be­ 
fore referred to, and may therefore be as- 
cepted as authoritative. According to this 
system cf philosophy seven principles en­ 
ter into the constitution of Man, and in 
order that the general scheme should be 
intelligible, it is nooersary to master these 
elementary propooiiions thoroughly. The 
following classification will explain itself : 
1. Tho Physical Body, composed wholly 
of gross and tangible matter. 
2. The Vital Principle (or Jiv alma), a 
form of force, indestructible, and transfer­ 
able to many atomic combinations. 
3. Tho Actual Body (Lingo. Sharira), 
composed of highly etherialized matter; 
in its habitual passive state, the perfect 
but shadowy duplicate of tho body; its 
activity, consolidation and form depending 
entirely upon the Kama rupa. 
4. Tho Astral shape (kama rupa), or 
body of desire, a principle defining the 
configuration of— 
5. The animal or phy sical intelligence or 
consciousness or Ego, analogous to, though 
proportionally higher in degree than the 
reason, instinct, memory, imagination, 
etc., existing in the higher animals. 
6. The Higher or Spiritual intelligence 
or consciousness, or Spiritual Ego, in which 
mainly resides the sense of consciousness 
in the perfect man, though the lower dim­ 
mer animal consciousness co-exists in No. 5. 
7. The Spirit. An emanation from the 
Absolute : uncreated; eternal; a state 
rather than a being. 
These seven principles are sometimes di­ 
vided into three group*, as follows : 
GROCP ON E, 
Linga-sarira—Actual Body. 
Jim -Life Principle. 
Stool-sari ra—Body. 
GROUP TWO. 
Kama rupa—Desire or Passion force, 
Manas—Mind or Animal Soul. 
GROCP THREE. 
Beni hi—Spiritual Soul or Intelligence. 
Atma—Pure Spirit. 
The first three principles, or Group I., are 
dissolved and disappear at Death, though 
the Jiv a, or Vital Force, being indestructi­ 
ble, like electricity, at cnce enters into 
new combinations with organic structures. 
Tuere remain, then, four principles, and in 
regard to these we will let the Brothers 
speak for themselves: “ As a rule (we ex­ 
cept the cases of the higher Adepts) one of 
two things occurs in accordance with the 
Universal Law of Affinity. If the Spirit­ 
ual Ego has been in life material in its 
tendencies, placing its main enjoyment in, 
and centering its desires upon, material 
objects and the gratification of earthly de­ 
sires, then at death it continues to cling 
blindly to the lower elements of its late 
combination, and the true Bpirit severs 
itself from these and passes away else­ 
where, taking with it no fragment of the 
individual consciousness cf the man with 
whom it was temporarily associated. 
But if, on the 
other hand, 
the 
tendencies of the Ego have been to­ 
ward things spiritual, if it have, when 
weighed, as it were, in the balance, a 
greater affinity for -the spiritual than for 
the earthly constituents cf the combina 
tion in wbioh it recently took part, then 
will it cling to the spirit, and with this 
pass into the adjoining so-called world of 
effects (in reality a state, not a place); and 
there purified of much of its remaining 
taints, evolve out of itself by the spirit’s 


aid a new Ego, to be reborn (after a brief 
period of freedom and enjoyment) in the 
next higher world of canses, an objective 
world similar to this present globe of ours, 
but higher iu the spiritual scale, where 
matter and material tendencies and de­ 
sires play a far less important part than 
hero." 
It will be perceived that as regards a 
considerable portion of mankind this doc­ 
trine postulates an outcome between which 
and annihilation there appears to be, if 
any distinction, not much difference. hor 
it is taught that when the seventh princi­ 
ple, or pure spirit, is withdrawn from the 
combination which survives death, the 
eighth principle, or Spiritual Ego, is dis­ 
solved and ceases to exist; it being, in 
fact, merely an effect of the union between 
spirit and matter, and as incapable of sep­ 
arate existence as the flatne of a caudle is 
when the caudle is extinguished. 
The 
sense of individuality in spirit cannot exist 
without combination with matter, say the 
Occultists. But there remain two princi­ 
ples, namely the Astral Shape, and the 
Animal or Physical Egc, and these remain 
as “ Shells ” for a time, but ultimately dis­ 
integrate. This must be regarded as prac­ 
tical annihilation ; but even if it be, there 
certainly cannot bo demonstrated any suf­ 
ficient reasons why this destiny should not 
be assigned to that largo put of the 
human 
race 
which, having 
lived 
altogether 
animal and gross lives, 
is obviously utterly unprepared for 
any further state of being demanding the 
exercise of purely spiritual faculties. At 
the first glfiíin a theory of this kind may 
appear gloomy and depressing. Certainly 
no such doctrine can be reconciled with 
any rational theory of Justice in the con­ 
trol of the Universe. But, as John 
Staar; Mill observes, “ there is no 
evidence whatever in Nature fcr divine 
justice, whatever standard cf justice our 
ethical opinions may lead us to recog­ 
nize. There is no shadow of justice in 
the general arrangements of Nature 
and therefore it must be concluded that 
the Uaiverse was certainly not brought 
into being for the sole benefit of man. As 
the case stands, irowevt-r, it- is easy to per­ 
ceive that a large percentage of human 
beings are wholly urfiticd for any form of 
existence less material than the present one ; 
that they are completely gross and sordid 
in their natures ; and in not a few cases 
there eeems resaca to believe that they may 
have actually lost their Spiritual essence 
(a phenomenon declared quite possible by 
the Occultists) during life. 
The iatter, however, are qr-ite at one 
with that lucid though skeptical mind of 
John Stuart Mill, in regard to the influ­ 
ence of human conduct upon the human 
future. The Auept3 thus say : “ It is not 
a matter of Judgment, of Salvation and 
Damnation, cf Heaven and Hell, but 
solely the operation of the Universal Law 
of Affinity or Attraction, which makes 
the Ego cling in one case to the more ma­ 
terial, in the other to the spiritual com­ 
ponents, of the late, now death-parted, 
aggregation.” In other words, its destiny 
is determined by its course in life. It is 
curions to see how Mill reached th8 very 
same conclusion. He says : “ Nothing 
can be more opposed to every estimate we 
can form of probability, than the common 
idea of the future life as a state of rewards 
and punishments in any other sense than 
that the consequences of our action* upon our 
oicn character and susceptibilities will follow 
us in the future os they have done in the 
past and present. Whatever be the proba­ 
bilities of a futnre life, all the probabilities 
in case of a future life are that such as we 
have been made or have made ourselves be­ 
fore the change, such we shall enter into 
the life hereafter.” That is good occult 
doctrine, though uttered by a philosopher 
who dismissed all such subjects as mere 
fantasies. 
The occult philosophy is in muiy re­ 
spects analogous to, if not identical with, 
the theory of conditional immortality 
which has at different times found favor 
among Western thinkers, and which was 
very forcibly argued by the ¡ate W. R. 
Greg, in his “ Enigmas of Life.” He sug­ 
gests that “ what God bestows at birth is 
a germ, net a finished Entity—not an im­ 
mortal sou1, but a nature capable of being 
worked up into a soul worthy of immor­ 
tality, an organization rich in the strongest 
and grandest potentialities ; not a posses­ 
sion, but an opportunity ; not an inherit­ 
ance, but the chance of winning one. 
Perhaps it may be only such natures as 
develop adequately and in the right direc­ 
tion in this life that will be heirs of 
heaveu, and that all others may, as it 
were, never pass beyond the embryonic or 
earthly stage of existence.” This theory 
is strictly in line with the Darwinian hy­ 
pothesis, and it affords another illustration 
of the manner in which adumbrations of 
the same truth often appear to inquirers 
who are making their investigations from 
the most opposite directions, and appa­ 
rently by the most irreconcilable methods. 
Reason indeed fails to afford any basis for 
the belief iu universal immortality, and 
reflection upon that line, in the absence of 
scientific knowledge, can scarcely fail to 
wreck the belief in any form of survival. 
The Occult doctrine of Metempsychosis 
is not identical wish that of Pythagoras, 
and the difference between the two is ex­ 
tremely important. 
The statement that 
the coneciousues3 or Personality is extin­ 
guished at the end of each life, while the 
Ego survives, has proved a stumbling- 
block to many inquirere. The explana­ 
tion demands a somewhat broad grasp of 
ideas. The doctrine is that every Soul 
must pass through a long succession of ex­ 
igences, at the expiration of each of which 
Personality is extinguished ; but that 
when all tho cycles are complete, when the 
full round of existences has been achieved f 
when at last the soul attains Moksha, or 
Nirvana, the state of absolute and uncon­ 
ditioned happiness, the whole of the past 
will become visible, and at that supreme 
period the unity and identity of the Bgo 
I will be vindicated by its recognition of 
I every preceding existence. 
In Occult 
! Philosophy there is no rcom for Vicarious 
Atonement. Every creature must be judged 
by its own acts. At the close of every life 
the character of the succeeding existence 
is determined by the aggregate of merit 
and demerit (Karma). Whether the spirit 
shall go upward or downward dapends en­ 
tirely upon its own record. There is no 
sudden change, however, and there is no 
| final determination save in the cases re- 
ferrcd to, where complete degradation kaa 
resulted in the practical forfeiture of im­ 
mortality. Those who have led pure lives 
on earth pass almost immediately after 
j death beyond the atmosphere of this 
| planet. Not being restrained by eartbiy 
and gross passions and regrets and yearn­ 
ings, they are enabled to enter a higher 
sphere at once. Bat though this coccep- 
, tion of the futnre far exceeds in grandeur 
’ and breadth of view the Western theologi­ 
cal speculations, it is but a small part of 
! the Occult doctrine, which iu explaining 
the Evolution of Man doe3 not think of 
! stopping where the modern physicists 


have stopped. 
The Occultist asserts 
that the phenomena of life upon this 
earth constitute but a very small 
part of the great scheme of existence 
in the Kosmos. As Man has a practically 
illimitable Future, bo also he has had a 
practically illimitable Past. The planets 
of oar system constitute a chain through 
which the complex currents of life and 
action travel. Each monad or ego has to 
pass through a regular gradation of pre­ 
liminary existences before it is born into 
this world ; and this earth occupies by no 
means a conspicuous or exalted position in 
the long range of existences. 
We will here quote from the “ Frag­ 
ments of Occult Truth,” published in the 
“ Theosophist,” first reminding our readers 
that these papers are written under the 
direct supervision of the Adepts: “ The 
system of worlds is a circuit round which 
all individual spiritual entities have, alike, 
to pass ; and that passage constitutes the 
Evolution of Man. For it must be real­ 
ized that the evolution of man is still 
going on, and by no mgans yet complete. 
Darwinian writings have tanght the 
modern world to regard the ape as au 
ancestor, but the simple conceit of 
Western speculation has rarely per­ 
mitted European evolutionists to look 
in the other direction, and recognize the 
probability that to our remote descend­ 
ants we may be, as that unweloome pro­ 
genitor to ns. * 
* 
* The chain of 
worlds to which this earth belongB are not 
ali prepared for a material existence ex­ 
actly or even approximately resembling 
our own. In reality they are very un­ 
like eaeh other, not merely in external 
conditions, but in that supreme character­ 
istic, the proportion in which spirit and 
matter are miDgled in their constitution. 
Oar own world presents ns with condi­ 
tions in which spirit and matter are, on 
the whole, evenly balanced in equilibrium> 
Let it not be supposed on that account 
that it is very highly elevated in the scale 
of peifection. On the contrary, it occu­ 
pies a very low plane in that scale. The 
worlds that are higher in tho Beale are 
those in whioh spirit largely predomi­ 
nates. 
* 
* 
* 
Man, as we know 
him on this earth, 
is 
but Half 
way throcgh the evolutionary process 
to which he owes his present development. 
He will be as much greater, before the des­ 
tiny of our system is accomplished, 
than he is now, as he is now greater than 
the missing link. 
And that improve­ 
ment even will be accomplished on this 
earth, which, in the other worlds of the 
ascending scries, there are still loftier 
peaks cf perfection to bo ecaled. It is 
utterly beyond the raDge of faculties un­ 
tutored iu the discernment of occult mys­ 
teries to imagine the kind of life which 
man will thus ultimately lead before the 
zenith of the great cycle is attained.” It 
is not in accordance with the design of 
these papers to discuss the questions pre­ 
sented exhaustively. Ic will be seen that 
the topic above glanced at is one of vast 
magnitude and consequence, 
and it 
would 
be 
impossible here to do 
more tban suggest the character and 
tendencies of the occult treatment of it. 
The novelty of the doctrine will no doubt 
surprise many, though not such as have 
studied tho esoteric teaching of Brahman­ 
ism and Buddhism. But to those who are 
disposed to suspect fallacy and illusion in 
any prop J si tion s associated with Oriental 
religions, it may bs pointed out that the 
Occult Brotherhood only hold thoBe doc­ 
trines common to Brahmanism and Budd­ 
hism which belong to the foundation truths 
of all arcane knowledge ; which in fact 
represent the common stock of recondite 
natural science attained by the students of 
Occultism among the early Aryans ; and 
which have been not only handed down in 
the sacred books and orally, from genera­ 
tion to generation, but have again and 
again beet freshly demonstrated and added 
to, by independent research in the same 
directions, and by the same methods. 
We now come to a subject which has 
already provoked much controversy, though 
not in quarters often penetrated by the 
general public. It was stated in one of 
the earlier papers that the Occultists of 
the East held views which clashed with 
those of the Western Spiritualists. The 
fact is that Theosophy as developed in 
India flatly denies the correctness of tho 
explanations which tho Spiritualists give 
cf the phenomena of tho seance-room, as 
will be seen from the following statement 
in the “ Fragments ; ” “ Now noither dur­ 
ing its gestation in the subjective world of 
effects, nor during its temporary period of 
enjoyment in its riqwly-developed Egc- 
hood of the fruit of its good deeds (its 
Karma on earth), nor after its entry or re­ 
birth into the higher objective world of 
causes, can the Ego re enter this present 
world. During the tirat period it is, so to 
speak, dormant, and can no more issue 
from the state in which it is developing 
than a child can come out of its mother’s 
womb to pay a visit before the period of 
pregnancy concludes. Daring the second 
period, however ethereal and purified of 
gross matter the regenerated Ego may 
be, it is still subject to the physical and 
universal laws of matter. 
It cannot, 
even if it would, span the abyss that 
separates its state from ours. It can be 
visited in spirit by man, but it cannot 
descend into our grosser atmosphere and 
reach us. 
It attracts, it cannot be at­ 
tracted ; its spiritual polarity presenting 
au insuperable Obstacle. 
Once reborn 
into the higher world and (independent of 
the physical impossibility of any communi­ 
cation between its world and ours, to all 
but the very highest Adepts) the new Ego 
bos became a new person. It has lost its 
old consciousness linked with earthly ex­ 
periences, and haB acquired a new con­ 
sciousness, which, as time rolls on, will be 
interpenetrated by its experiences in that 
higher sphere. 
The time will come, no 
donbt, but many steps higher on the 
ladder, when the Ego will regain its con­ 
sciousness cf all its past stages of exist­ 
ence, bat in tho next higher world of 
causes, cr activity, to cur own, the new 
Ego has no more remembrance of its 
earthly career tban we have of the life that 
preceded this earthly one." 
What then are the causes of the 
phenomena upon the occurrence of which 
already not only a more or less definite 
Faith, but a bulky and voluminous Litera­ 
ture, has been founded ? If disembodied 
human Spirits cannot and do not appear af­ 
ter Death, who and what aro the Haunters 
of the Seance-room, the "controls ” of the 
mediums, the “ angel guides," the “ spirit 
guardians,” the producers of raps and com­ 
munications, of lights and levitations, of 
flowers and faces, and finally of “ material­ 
izations,” wherein the exact semblances of 
deceased men and women are shown ? Tnc 
answer of Occultism to these questions ia 
positive and emphatic. It refuses the name 
of “ Spirits” to the beings that appear in 
the seance-room. It has been shown above 
that accoidiag to the Occultists death at 
once disposes of three out of the aeven 
principles which compose man, and that 
two more are in a large number of cases 


very speedily withdrawn, leaving only two 
principles, namely, the Astral Soul and 
the Animal Spirit. In the case of the 
pure and good these “ shells,” as they are 
called by the Kabalists, very soon disinte­ 
grate, the Animal Soul, having always been 
in subjection to the Spirit, being feeble 
and inert. The rapidity of the disintegra­ 
tion of the shells is, in fact, exactly pro­ 
portioned to the purity of the person of 
whom they are reliquiae, and thus it is al­ 
leged to be very rare that the 
simulacra of the purer spirits ever 
enter the seance-room. 
Even should 
they thus appear, however, they will 
be scarcely or not at all conscious of what 
they are doing, since the stronger portion 
of their intelligence has gone elsewhere. 
But, say the Adepts, “ Broadly speaking, 
as a law, it is only the reliquiae of non- 
spiritually minded men, whose spiritual 
Egos have perished, that appear in seance- 
rooms and are dignified.by Spiritualists with 
the title of 'spirits of the departed.’ 
These shells, these animal souls, in whom 
still remains the major portion of the intel­ 
ligence, will-power and knowledge that 
they possessed when incorporated in the 
human combination, invigorated too by the 
assimilation of the spirit-vitalized mat­ 
ter that was combined with the spirit to 
compose their spiritual Ego, are often 
powerful and highly intelligent, and con­ 
tinue to survive for lengthened periods, 
their intense desire for earthly life en­ 
abling them to seize from the decaying 
simulacra! of the good and feeble the ma­ 
terial for prolonged existence. To these 
eidolous Ooculists are used to give the 
namo of Elementarles, and these it 
ia that by the aid of the half-intelligent 
forces of nature which are attracted to 
them, perform most of the wonders of the 
seance-room.” But it is contended that 
these “ shells” cannot bo described as dis­ 
embodied human spirits, s’nee in fact they 
are only the husks or remnants of human 
spirits; the greaser parts, that is, which 
are In process of resolution into their con­ 
stituent ele.monts. It ia to be observed 
that this doctrine at least accounts for the 
astonishing diminution of intelligence in 
the supposed “ departed spiriÍB ” which for 
so long a time has perplexed the ardent 
Spiritualist, and afforded matter for ridi­ 
cule and scoffing to the Skeptic. Yet it 
must not be concluded that this absence of 
intellectual force is entirely attributable to 
the fact that only “ shells” Eire capable of 
entering the seance-room. 
Allusion ia 
made in the paragraph last quoted to “ the 
half-intelligent forces of nature ” which are 
attracted to the shells, and it is necessary 
to explain the reference. The Occultists 
hold that space is peopled, not only wish 
planetary spirits and “ shells,”or Elemen­ 
tarles, but with another class of beings 
which they call Elementáis. These Ele­ 
mentáis, they assert, have never been hu­ 
man spirits, though in the process of 
evolution they will be. At present, how­ 
ever, they occupy the position of semi- 
intelligent natural forces, whioh are capable 
of being controlled and employed in many 
ways. The Elementarles act upon and 
through them, and thus produce the so- 
galled Spiritualist phenomena. The Adepts 
are enabled, by commanding these same 
purblind forces, to produce all the same 
ohenomena, and many others unknown to 
the seance-room. The character of the 
Elementáis íb mixed. They arc perhaps 
leas malicious than stupid, though some of 
them are capable of much mischief. They 
appear on the whole, however, to partake 
of the “ Puck” and “ Robin Good Fellow ” 
character, and never seem averse from the 
perpetration of the most cruel deceptions 
upon the believers in Spiritualism. The 
Occultists declare that Mediumship, as 
practiced in these days, is very harmful 
and dangerous to tho mediums, and only 
loss so to those who have recourse to them; 
that the influence of the Elementarles and 
Elementáis upon men and women is dis­ 
tinctly demoralizing ; that the former are 
in the majority ol cases the reliquiee of 
persons of sordid or sinister character, 
now earth-bound, and seeking only to grai," 
ify their degraded needs in the best way- 
attainable. 
Now it must be apparent to those who 
have investigated the phenomena of Spii- 
itualism that this doctrine, whether true 
or not, does afford a solution of many per­ 
plexing things. But the intelligent Spirit­ 
ualist, however unprepared to disprove the 
occult hypothesis of a future life, will re­ 
fuse to admit the postulate that no disem­ 
bodied human spirits communicate or man­ 
ifest themselves in the seance room. Ho 
will assert that the evidences of spirit 
identity are fur too abundant; that every 
earnest inquirer has gathered such evi- 
donees ; that, moreover, the tests of both 
identity and intellectual perception are so 
frequently given by the spirits of the pure 
and good as to negative the occult doctrine 
on that hand completely. For it will be 
alleged that Spiritualism, even when di­ 
vested entirely of all its grotesque and 
frivolous and confuBed elements, still pre­ 
sents a great body of irrefragible testi­ 
mony to the effect that human beings sur­ 
vive the grave ; that they do so (in many 
instances) unchanged in character; that 
their existence under these conditions may 
endnre for centuries, or even ages; that 
this applieB as much to educated as to 
degraded Bpirits; that both kinds can 
and do return; and that the proofs of 
these things are such as to exclude 
the thecry of Elementarles and Elementáis. 
And unless the Occultists assert that the 
“ shells ” cf pure and good persons may be 
absolutely indistinguishable from the liv­ 
ing person as regards intelligence, it is dif­ 
ficult to see how this difficulty can be rec­ 
onciled. At the same time Spiritualists 
must acknowledge that the question of 
identity presents th3 mo3t serious perplex­ 
ities, and that in perhaps the majority of 
cases it is literally impossible to determine 
it. For, given the power of mind-reading 
on the part of any supra-mundane intelli­ 
gence, and it must be able to personate al­ 
most anyone with whom communication is 
sought. It is true that what is called 
mind reading is itself a mystery concerning 
which the infant science of Psychology as 
tanght in the \* est affords no information, 
but its possibility has been rendered con­ 
ceivable by the phenomena of Clairvoy­ 
ance. The assumption that all spirits can 
read the human mind is indeed without 
sufficient justification. The assumption 
that this power belongs to what is alleged 
to be the lowest order of disembodied 
human spirits, namely those who haunt 
the atmosphere of public mediums (ac­ 
cording to some authorities), appears still 
inore improbable. And yet the current 
theories of Spiritualism have thus far failed 
to explaiu the numerous and perplexing 
failures of alleged spirits to produce proofs 
cf their identity which it is impossible to 
, suppose difficult to the actual persons 
whom they represent. So far as tffia phase 
! is concerned, the occult theory seems 
moro plausible than the current one. 
And it must be pointed out fur­ 
ther that the Spiritualists have really 
no 
right 
to claim that the re­ 
appearance of the human spirit after death 


is a proof of Immortality. It is no more 
proof of that than the birth into this world 
of a child is. If the identity of a spirit 
can be conclusively demonstrated, then 
it proves that the mind survives 
the death of the body. But it can­ 
not prove the immortality of Mind. Spir­ 
itualism consequently cannot oppose any 
evidence to the occult doctrine that the 
possibility of the appearance of the spirit 
after death applies only to a temporary 
condition. It may be that the appearances 
of the seance-rooras are for the most part 
“ shells.” It may be that the spirit passes, 
soon after death, into the state called 
Devachan, a subjective condition in which 
it íb apparently gratified by what may be 
called the realization of its highest imagin­ 
ings. It is said that in Devachan the 
Imagination peoples the atmosphere of 
each spirit; that there is no communion 
between them, but yet that their sur­ 
roundings appear real; that this state may 
last many centuries ; but that ultimately 
it ceases, anu the spirit is theu introduced 
to a new form of existence in a world of 
cause. And nothing of this can be posi­ 
tively, or least authoritatively, denied by 
Spiritualists, because they have no other 
knowledge of the after-life than that 
which comes to them through mediums, 
and because these sources are notoriously 
uncertain and liable to error. 
On the other hand the cautious investi­ 
gator may hesitate to accept the teach­ 
ings of the Mahatmas or Adepts. He 
may reflect that even if they do possess 
many of the powers claimed for them, 
nevertheless they are subject to educational 
bias. He may consider that they are the 
expositories of a very ancient lore, which 
haB always been closely associated with 
systematic theology. He may suBpect that 
some or much of this systematic theology 
has unconsciously tinged and influenced 
their beliefs. Or he may question the ca­ 
pacity of the human mind to grasp or re­ 
ceive knowledge which concerns states of 
being altogether transcending human ex­ 
perience. He may thick it probable that 
every effort to penetrate the deeper mys­ 
teries of the after life is liable to result in 
se’f-delusion and hallucination. Indeed the 
phenomena of Clairvoyance tend to sug­ 
gest just such a doubt as this. The rations} 
Spiritualists have long sinca discovered 
that whatever else death does, it dots not 
destroy falsehoood and illusion. 
Their 
efforts to obtain clear and truthful state­ 
ments ss to the next world have been 
continually btflled by tho conflict of testi­ 
mony, while a very suspicious fact has 
been the tendency of the information 
received to tike the color and shape of the 
inquirer's own views and spccu.ations. 
Nor have even the higher spirits with 
whom communication has been had thus 
far appeared to bring much tew light to 
tho investigation. It is remarkable that 
none of these intelligences have ever pre­ 
tended to have solved the mysteries of the 
Cosmos. When, therefore, it ia asserted 
that certain men have succeeded in this, it 
may very pertinently be asked where they 
obtained their knowledge, and it may be 
as pertinently objected that they could not 
have obtained it altogether or even 
mostly through personal 
experience. 
Their answer to this class of objections'is 
that they have succeeded in placing them­ 
selves in communication with a very high 
order of intelligences. This may be true, 
but it is perhaps too much to expect that 
the world" will accept it, or that the Spir­ 
itualists will abandon the theories they 
have built upon the facts of their experi­ 
ence, ia favor of an Eastern doctrine which 
at first sight has little to recommend it, 
and much to render it repulsive to the 
Western mind. 
The Occultists deprecate mediumship as 
at present conducted, and there is much 
force in their strictures upon it. Certainly 
the promiscuous circle is utterly incompat­ 
ible with progress in any useful direc­ 
tion. The physical phenomena which are 
there exhibited may very well employ the 
grosser crdor cf spirits, but all such mani­ 
festations cease to possess significance for 
the serious student tho moment he has 
satisfied himself that there really is, to use 
the language of Professor Crookes, “an In­ 
telligent Operator at the other end of the 
line.” Thenceforward the investigator 
desires to obtain highor evidence. He 
seeks proofs of identity. He desires to 
bring himself in communication with more 
highly deve'eped intelligences. The Circle 
is opposed to all higher forms of inquiry, 
and as a rule n ediums are illustrations of 
special faculties perverted and degraded. 
It is as though the poeseseor of 
a rare and lovely voice should be 
cond.mnsd to spend her life singing 
vulgar street ioogs ia a pothouse. \ et, 
when ail just allowance » made for con­ 
scious and UEContcieuj deception, both on 
the part of mediums and on the part of 
their “ controls ” ; and when the frivolity, 
and vulgarity and folly of very much that 
emanates from the so calied “ spirit- 
world ” is eliminated; there remains a 
solid and invulnerable body of evidence, 
which lias unquestionably exercised not 
only a powerful but a wholesome influence 
upon society. Scores of thousands, hun­ 
dreds of thousands, of bereaved men and 
women have through these means obtained 
what to them is the most conclusive proof 
of the existence and proximity of those 
whom they have loved and lost. And for 
all who have reached this belief the effect 
muBt be salutary, for who can contemplate 
the possibility of constant supervision 
by the dead, without being raised to a 
higher plane of existence ? It demands, 
indeed, much courage to realize this poassi- 
bility. 
For, as Tennyson puts it in his 
noble poem “ In Memoriam ” : 
Do we indeed desire the dead 
Should still be near us at our side? 
Is there no baseness w*e would hide ? 
No inner vileness that we dread? 
But perhaps most affectionate natures 
would reach the poet’s conclr.Gion also : 
“ I wrong the grave with fears untruo ; 
Shall love he blvnied for waut of faith? 
There must he wisdom with great Death; 
The dead shall look me thro’ and thro*. 
lie near us wbeD we climb orfa'l; 
Ye watch, like God, the rolling hours 
With larger other eyes than ou:9, 
To make allowance for us ali.” 
The consideration of Spiritualism, how­ 
ever, is ouly incidental to the main pur­ 
pose of these papers, which is to show the 
nature and tendencies of a new movement 
which, while apparently proceeding from 
Spiritualism, has antagonized it to the ex­ 
tent of denying some of its fundamental 
beliefs. The subject of Occultism as illus­ 
trated by the convictions of the Adept 
Brotherhood, is no doubt beyond the reach 
of tbé majority as regards personal demon, 
atration, while the salient facts of Spirit­ 
ualism arc, so to speak, at every man’s 
door. The mass of Spiritualists are, like 
the mass of man 
generally, 
ear' 
ried away by hearsay opinions, and 
prone to jump to conclusions which 
tho 
facts 
do 
not 
warrant. 
The 
intelligent minority, who refuse to accept 
theories which are not firmly grounded in 
experiment, and who are struggling to 
secure higher and more trustworthy stand­ 
points, have already shown much interest 
in the new movement. It will be pro­ 
ductive of much good if it doss no more 


than direct attention to the abuse and 
degradation of the faculties called med i 
umiatic ; if it causes Spiritualists to review 
their beliefs, and reject those which are 
insufficiently 
attested; 
if it impels 
investigators to insist more strenaonsly 
upon rigid test conditions, and warns them 
of the danger cf accepting as true what­ 
ever comes to them from external intelli­ 
gences. As regards the degree of credence 
to be given to the statements made by and 
concerning the Adepts, everyone must 
judge for him or herself, and such judg­ 
ment must depend for its value upon indi­ 
vidual experience. The facts and doctrines 
underlying and informing the Thoosophical 
movement have been presented as carefully 
and clearly as 
possible 
in 
these 
papers, 
and 
I 
have, 
I 
trust, 
succeeded in making it evident that it is a 
movement of sufficient impórtanos to com­ 
mand the attention of all who are inter­ 
ested in the progress of humanity. Nor ia 
it of less consequence to the religious ele­ 
ment, for it is assurredly in the nature of a 
barrier set up against the advancing tide 
of materialistic infidelity, and it may per­ 
haps point out the ouly means by which a 
Science at present almost wholly divorced 
from Spirituality, may be brought to re­ 
unite itself once more with that element of 
psychical knowledge which can alone open 
to physical research the secrets of the 
Universe.

A Tenor In an Bx-Vanderbilt Eall Cos- 
iam e—Modjs ka and Huldoon—A 
Fourteen-year-old Millionaire. 


Sa n F ra n c isco, May 16, 1883. 
We have lost the McCanll company. 
They gave the “ Merry W ar ” and yielded 
up the stage to Barrett. The “ Merry 
W ar” is more bonffe than the “ Queen’s 
Lace Handkerchief,” but it is the apothe­ 
osis of Perugini. 
There is nothing bonffe 
about bis role ; it is high comedy. 
His 
“ Perhaps I should not have said that,” 
when he gossips indiscreetly about every 
secret and stratagem that has been con­ 
fided to him, and that to the very people 
from whom it should be concealed, is very 
gracefully and piquantly said, and not so 
frequently a3 to become a wearisome man­ 
nerism. 
Perugini rises from the rank of a 
little sugar man to the beauty and distinc­ 
tion of a Watteau or Sevrc-s figure, and his 
wonderful white brocade costume is Eaid 
to be that worn by a guest at the Vander­ 
bilt fancy ball and presented thereafter to 
the bewitching little tenor, and so the rich 
falls ot lace are real. 
Carleton looks 
slightly snub faced and burly compared to 
this perfect little creature, bat he wraps 
himself in the consciousness of his fine 
voice and is net absolutely inconsolable. 
The drill at the end of the opera, evolu­ 
tions by the warlike Marchioness’ Ama­ 
zons, filled the foyer at the California every 
evening, and the four girls in green, in bine 
and in chocolate seemed to have special 
companies of clappers among the audience 
devoted to their interests. 


ONE OF THE PRETTIEST COSTUMES 
Was Mttbilde Cottrelly’s—the exact holi­ 
day dress of a Dutch peasant woman—the 
gold head-dress, the leng medallion ear­ 
rings, the necklace, the lace apron, all 
complete. 
Monday night Mojeska put on 
"A s Y ou Like It.” There W3a an over­ 
flowing audience—one would have said all 
San Francisco, but for the knowledge that 
aa large an audience was at the California 
to welcome Barrett. 
But the Modjeska 
company is not a Shakespeare company, 
and the play suffered accordingly. 
It 
seems almost a pity that the custom is es­ 
tablished of introducing a trained athlete 
into the wrestling scene in the lirst act. 
It was certainly worth the price of ad­ 
mission to see William Muldoon, “ Gra-co- 
Iloman Champion of the World,” as the 
bill read, support himself on his head and 
heels, allowing neither bis hips nor shoul­ 
ders to touch the ground, while M. H. 
Barrymore, the Orlando of the cast, 
jumped three times with all his weight 
upon the athlete’s body and was thrown 
off like a rubber ball. 
But there is no 
illusion ; a child can see that the supposed 
vanquished man could in reality crush his 
raw antagonist like an egg-shell were he 
so minded. 
He “ lets him beat,” as one 
humors a silly opponent at cards. William 
Muldoon is 
A MAGNIFICENT ANIMAL, 
And in New York when Madame Mod­ 
jeska said to him playfully, “ You and I 
share the honors in ‘As Yon Like It,’ 
Mr. Muldoon,” the ex-policeman replied, 
with just self-esteem, “ Madame, we do.” 
Modjeska's Rosalind loses muon of its ef­ 
fect by her strong French accent. 
One 
sees that she perfectly understands her 
lines, but she does not make the listener 
understand them ; and while she is ador­ 
ably witty, the rolicking humor of some of 
Rosalind’s banter is lost by the rendering. 
The romp is essentially an Anglo-Saxon 
production; the continent of Europa can 
neither evolve nor comprehend her. 
In 
the first act, joking with Touchstone, 
matching wits with Celia or rebuked by 
her uncle, Modjeska is faultlessly graceful 
and epirited ; and her Celia, by the way, 
Mias Georgie Drew, is worthy of her, and 
gives a great deal of archness and intelli­ 
gence to the pretty character of Celia, often 
too much subordinated and neglected. 
The forest of Arden was a singularly 
cramped and littered glade. 
The attempts 
after sylvan effects made the stage resem. 
ble a ciiurch on Christmas eve, when fair 
maidens have been winding garlands for 
the purpose of decoration, but even the 
unspeakable stump in the foreground was 
pardonable when Rosalind ciimbed up and

And saucily chattered to Orlando, swing­ 
ing her pointed rasset-leathered toe the 
while. 
She reaches the highest plane of 
her acting when Oliver comes to tell her of 
Orlando’s contest with the lion. 
She is ly­ 
ing on a green bank, I suppose they call it 
(a paper muelin-covered sofa, without any 
legs, is what it is), and Celia is near her. 
Oliver approaches and askB if she is that 
youth whom Orlando playfully calls his 
Rosalind. 
There is just that note c£ acci­ 
dent in his voice that terrifies Rosalind, 
and the somber “ dark’ tone as singers 
call it, and the suppressed dread with 
which Modjeska replies “ I am,” is a per­ 
fect 
triumph. 
The self-command she 
knows to be necessary before a stranger is 
also indicated in the voice. 
Then the 
shudder and slight movement of the 
muscles of the face when Oliver speaks of 
the snake Orlando found about the old 
man’s neck, are intensely fine and femi­ 
nine. 
What modern Orlando would be de­ 
ceived five minutes if the woman with 
whom he was in love, were she never so 
tall and slight, masqueraded before him, 
talking as Rosalind does ? Shakespeare’s 
Rosalind has yet to arise, and eo has his 
Jacques—at the California.

STREAM, 


A party of four fishing in Soqnel creek a 
few Sundays since caught 310 line trout. 
The catfish properly prepared with white 
wine makes an excellent and relishable 
eon p. 
The pike or bass should never be intro­ 
duced into waters where tront have pre­ 
viously been planted. 
Lake Tahoe, according to the local press, 
already affords good fishing. 
We hear of 
many Sacramentans intending to visit the 
lake this season. 
A French author says: “ The lamprey 
has all the bad qualities of the eel witnout 
any of the good.” No one in California 
will dispute that assertion. 
Two gentlemen fishing in the Ralston 
creek, a tributary of the San Gregorio, a 
few days since, took 140 fair-sized trout, 
running all the way from 6 to 10 inches in 
length. 
Herr Von Behr, the most distinguished 
of the German fish culturiats, mentions the 
catching of a California salmon in the river 
Isa. 
It is believed that in time they will 
work their way to the Black Sea. 
When opened, cleaned and the interior 
well rubbed with an even quantity of pul­ 
verized sugar and salt, the transportation 
of ti3h can be effected in warm weather, 
and the flesh preserved fresh for two or 
three days. 
The tules along the Sacramento river are 
said to be already alive with joang mallard 
and teal. 
From this time out we expect to 
bear, as the Pacific Life says, of the slaugh­ 
ter of t'ns innocents long befcie they are 
lit for the table. 
It would not be becom­ 
ing in the California vandal game-ihief to 
allow them to live for the pleasure or ben­ 
efit of the general public. 
Newton Hornbnckle caught a tront a few 
days since near Buena Vista, Oregon, vhich 
was covered with r?d Bpota instead of black 
ones. 
Several other instances ars on rec­ 
ord of red speckled tront being caught in 
this Eection. 
Au angler remarks that 
either the trout,- like the leopard, tan 
vchapge its spots, or else some Eastern 
brook trout have been but in the Will­ 
amette. 
The Indians of the north, according to 
an exchange, aro said to freeze the carp, 
and bring them to life again by thawing 
them gradually, and that this method of 
transportation produces no ill effects on 
them we are assured by an able author. 
Also that on their being returned to the 
water they become 
lively as ever. 
Cer­ 
tainly the carp has a tenacity of life which 
is only surpassed by the eel and catfish, 
and this renders the above remarks the 
more easily accepted. 
The sturgeon, which is exceedingly plen­ 
tiful, is among the most useful of fish. 
Nothing is wasted in its consumption. 
Every portion of the sturgeon is turned to 
profitable use. The roe, which is developed 
in astonishing quantity and closely resem­ 
bles turnip seed in size aud color, is made 
into the famous caviare, so highly relished 
by European gourmets. 
The air bladder, 
which is very large, is carefully dried for 
exportation, being used in the manufacture 
of gelatiue and the finer qualities of glue. 
Tne head, tail and skin, entrails and back­ 
bone are tried out over a slow fire, aud 
yield a considerable quantity of oil, which 
is in great demand by leather dressers. 
The refuse, after the oil has been extracted, 
makes a valuable fertilizer for the farm. 
Mr. Graham, the celebrated trap-shocfer 
of London, has issued a challenge to the 
pigeon-shooters of the world, to shoot at 
100 birds for §1,000 a side. 
He invites Bo- 
garjus, Dr. Carver and Mr. Mitchell to re­ 
spond, and seems anxious for an American 
competitor. 
Mr. Graham also offers to 
make a second nfatch for §1,000 a side un­ 
der the following conditions : Mr. Graham 
to stand at twenty-six yards rise and use 
one hand only, the other competitor to 
stand at thirty-two yards and use both 
hands. 
The challenger is a member of the 
Union Gun Club of Hendon. His handicap 
is thirty yards, and on March 30, 1SS2, he 
beat a Mr. Johnson in a one-hand match, 
killing twenty-three out of twenty-five at 
twenty-five yardr. 
Mr. Graham also won 
a challenge cup at Hendon in October, kill­ 
ing nine straight at thirty yards, and in 
November became the holder of the War­ 
ner Challenge Prize by killing eight at 
thirtv-cne yards from a field of thirtesn. 
Mr. Graham is also recorded as the winner 
of several small affairs in the English pro­ 
vinces. 
This year, on the 14th of March, 
he shot a match atthe Abbey Hey Grounds, 
near Manchester, for £50, when he was 
beaten by T. Rauthmc-11. 
They shot at 100 
birds, at twenty-five yards, with half an 
ounce of shot. 
The winner scored fifty- 
three out of 100, to Graham’s forty-three 
out of ninety-one. 
The birds furnished 
were described as one of the fastest lots 
ever trapped at Manchester. No doubt 
Bogardus and Carver will both accept the 
glove thrown down by the British cham­ 
pion, and in either he will no doubt find a 
competitor worthy his attention. 
Mr. Van Dyke, the popular California 
writer on game and sports, thus beautifully 
describes the California mountain quail, 
and which cannot fail to please the many ad­ 
mirers of this fine bird : “ There is some­ 
thing inexpressively clever and attractive 
about the mountain quail. 
His ways are 
so soft and so artless ; he seems so friendly 
and confiding at the very first acquaintance, 
as if you were specially born for his bosom 
friend ; his soft chatter, no matter how 
empty, falls so musically upon your ear; 
you almost see his bosom heave with emo­ 
tion, aud dilate with intensity of friend­ 
ship for you. 
And then, too, he has 
sach urgent business elsewhere the mo­ 
ment you want a special favor from him. 
I have never shot mauy of these charm­ 
ing birds. 
I have never desired to. 
For 
their hoodlum cousin of the lower valley 
I feel no pity when his sauce-box is sud’- 
denly closed in mid-air. 
But the death 
of the mountain quail causes in me no 
feeling but sorrow. 
Often and often 
do I meet them in the lonely mount­ 
ain glen, by the clear, cold spring or 
Bparkiing brooks of the higher altitudes, 
along the lonely pine-clad hillsides, or in 
the chaparrabclad gulches below. 
But I 
sit down and watci them till the last one 
steals twittering and rustling away, un­ 
shot at. 
Though their heads make the 
fairest of marks for the rifle, and I have 
often for fun covered it with the sights 
at ten or twelve paces only, I have never 
yet pulled a rifle trigger at one. 
But for 
the shotgun, when one knowe how to hunt 
them anil can get them on the right kind 
of ground, they are indeed noble gamo.” 
Rock eel fishing receives considerable 
attention of iate, the Sportsman says. 
They are principally fonud in the vicinity 
of Lime Point, Angel Island and about 
•Saucelito. 
Horseshoe Cove is frequently 
the scene of activity consequent upon 
the presence of a 
number of anglers 
who 
have 
been 
induced 
to 
turn 
their attention to this sport because of 
their failnra to find choice trout streams. 
An excellent story is told at the expense of 
a prominent merchant in this city, who 
for the past two months has been a regular 
visitor to the Saucelito shore, where he 
claims to have encountered a monster rock 
eel. 
All endeavors to land the fish have 
been ineffectual, and in the attempts 
some twenty large-sized hooks have been 
lost, not to mention broken rods, lost sink­ 
ers and parted lines. 
He had the good 
fortune to raise the enormous eel up to the 
surface of the water on one occaeioa, aud 
was satisfied from a glance that he had 
found an able adversary to deal with. 
He 
represented tfco head as beiDg fully five 
inches in diameter. 
W ith a view of finally 
landing his eelship, the gentleman has 
taken the precaution to have a hard laid 
cotton line, extra heavy siz3 and eom- 
moniy used for cad-fishing, in addition to 
strong steel hooks and a short, thick bam­ 
boo rod.

In my last letter I neglected some gen­ 
eral observations in regard to irrigation 
abont Fresno. 
I was very soon convinced 
after arriving here that the custom was 
general, and I think I may say universal, 
where water was being used at all, to use 
too much of it. 
I felt called on to remark 
this fact to all cultivators I met person­ 
ally, and I deem the matter of so much 
importance that I desire to refer to it again 
in this public manner. 
I saw many vices 
and trees, and, indeed, whole vineyards 
and orchards that were materially set back 
became the soil was too full of water. 
There are two very plausible reasons for 
this state of things at this time, and neith­ 
er of which will probably continue. 
The 
ditch owners want to appropriate all the 
water they cm from the river bo as to ac­ 
quire a prescriptive or possessory right, cr 
claim, to as much as the country they pro­ 
pose to irrigate may require in the future. 
Hence they are encouraging the use by all 
of more than they really need. 
Then the 
season has been a peculiar one, 
The pros­ 
pect of a very dry season encouraged the 
UBe of a full Bupply and heavy irrigation, 
and the rains beginning in March fill up 
the soil already full of water. 
This cir­ 
cumstance has called the attention of peo­ 
ple to the necessity of a good and thorough 


SYSTEM OF DRAINAGE 
As well as of irrigation. 
And this matter 
of drainage should cot be neglected, not 
only for the good of the soil and its pro­ 
duction aud the quality of its- products, 
but the sanitary condition of the Bection 
'¡will depend greatly upon good drainage. 
Then it has been found that the land after 
it has been irrigated cue season requires 
mtch less the next, and will require still 
less each succeeding season, as the soil be­ 
comes more saturated and settled with 
water 
It is also found that the water 
level in the Boil in all the irrigated parts of 
the valiey is rapidly rising. The wells dug 
a few years ago have water much nearer 
the surface than formerly, and new wells 
do not require to be dag or bored so deep 
as heretofore to obtain a good supply of 
water. 
All the water of the. valley that 
does not como from the clouds—and this is 
hardly enough V> redeem the valley from a 
natural desert—n brought out of the Sierra 
Nevada mountain?, there being no rivers 
or creeks of any moment, supplied from 
the coast range. This fact accounts for the 
dryness and naturaV barrenness of the 
west side of the vallsy. 
Tho great alti­ 
tude of the coast range Eends the damp 
breezes from the ocean up into cold arid 
regions before it can pass the summit, and 
meeting no cold currents i r cold surface 
over the valley, all the dampieBa js carried 
beyond it and

Hence, if man would utilize the hrtile soil 
of this great valley and create a stnceseful 
agriculture in it, he is compelled tt con­ 
struct artificial rivers or canals to b-jng 
this moisture back where nature failed Ho 
deposit it. 
There is plenty of water in 
theao mountains, and man is equal to the 
task of making it Berve his convenience 
and necessities, and thus convert this great 
valley into an earthly paradise. 
This 
work is already begun, and its completion 
at an early day ifalready assured. 
From 
the town of Fresno to tho upper end of the 
valley every town or railway Etation bo.ist3 
of its projected and soon to be completed 
irrigating canal that is to surround it with 
great fields, orchards, vineyards and a 
denso and prosperous population. 
The ca­ 
nal approaching Fowler Switch, and the 
grand enterprise known ao the “ Seventy- 
six” canal are, to a great extent, the works 
of Yolo county enterprise, and are being 
pushed by Yolo county pluck and capital. 
Both take water from King’s river, and 
both are intended to irrigate broad sections 
of ih? valley, considerable portions of 
which are owned by the companies who 
are constructing the canals. 
The “ Sev­ 
enty-six” canal, especially, is a grand un­ 
dertaking. 
The company own about 30,­ 
000 acres of excellent land for the cereals, 
vines or fruits. 
The railroad crosses two 
sections of the company’s lands, on one of 
which it is intended to locate a town and 
shipping point, and wherever located to 
build a rival, friendly competitor of the 
lively Fresno. 


THE CANAL IS ONE HUNDRED FEET ON. THE 
Bottom, and will carry a volume of water 
three feet deep, sufficient to irrigate terri­ 
tory enough to make a good sized county. 
I understand from the Preeident of the 
company, Mr. Kitohenor, that this land 
will probably soon be broken up into farms 
of 20 acres and up to 160, and platted and 
put upon the market. 
In the mean time 
the company will put under improvement 
ornamentation and cultivation blocks in 
different localities to demonstrate the capa­ 
bilities of the whole. 
At Tulare a similar 
work of transforming the barren but fer­ 
tile valley lands into resident farms by­ 
means of irrigation is in progress, and 
wbat were once the most noted stock ranges 
by reason of their extent, are being broken 
np and brought under settlement and cul­ 
tivation. 
e first visited the large farm 
of Page & Morton, where the once dry 
plain that could only, in its native state, 
support one animal on ten to fifteen acres, 
is being turned into alfalfa meadows capa­ 
ble of feeding much more plentifully from 
three to four animals to the single acre ; 
and this wonderful change is being pro­ 
duced without the expense of even plow­ 
ing. 
The land is very flat, bat the first 
operation is to level it by scraping down 
all unevenness and then bnilding small 
levee3 or checking it off. 
It Í3 then 
flooded, and when the water is turned 
off into the next check or plat, a corrugator 
or wheat cultivator is put on it and the 
surface mellowed up. 
The seed is then 
sown and harrowed in with a ight ltooth- 
harrow, and the work is done. 
At the end 
of this season they will have 
OVER FOUR THOUSAND ACRES OF ALFALFA, 
And next season over eight thousand. 
Not a pound of hay — of 
which the 
land will produce over ten ton3 to the acre 
per annum, besides producing uninterupted 
good feed for half the year—is to be sold off 
the place, but all is to be fed upon it. Beef, 
pork and mutton are to be the products of 
the farm. 
Page & Morton last year had 
fourteen acres sown in June to the ever­ 
green millet or Johnson grass, and the first 
cutting produced four tons of seed, which 
was sold at fifty cents per ponnd, or §1,000 
per ton. 
A second crop of good hay of 
two tons per acre was afterwards cut, and 
then from two square rods they sold §375 
worth of roots and left roots enough in the 
seil to produce larger crops this year than 
last. 
The water with which the place is 
irrigated is brought from Kaweah creek, 
flowing from the Sierras, above King’s 
river, and a company is now oiganized to 
bring out water enough to make 


A NAVIGABLE CANAL 
From the Sierras to Tulare, and at the 
same time to fill a lumber flume in which 
to float lumber. 
All tho water is finally 
to be used for irrigation, and thus cover 
millions of acres. 
I am informed by the 
oldest and best cf citizens here that there 
is good red wood timber in these mount­ 
ains, easily accessible, to build houses and 
fences all over the valley, and to keep np 
tho supply for an indefinite period. There 
has heretofore existed an unsatisfactory 
feeling between the citizens of Visalia and 
Tulare on account of the location of the road 
and of connty seat matters ; but now this 
will be harmonized, and the energies of all 
the citizens of the county, and the local 
and other capital will be devoted to the 
general development of the resources of the 
connty. 
The railroad company leaves 
about $18,000 per month in Tulare, their 
shops for the Tulare division of the S. P. 
being located at this place. 
They have 
erected a fine building here for a library, 
reading room and lecture ball, and donated 
it to the town. 
It ia well patronized. 
All 
Southern California is alive and organized 
to gjye immigrants a besUy welcome eud 


happy homes. 
The northern section of the 
State will have to wake np to her interests 
and organize also.

PENTECOST, 
ACCEFTS A 
THE 
EVANGELIST, 
PASTORATE. 


Statement to the Council of His Belief— 
The Bible Taught through all Ilter- 
erature—M iscellaneous Notes 


Rev. G. F. Pentecost, the well known 
evangelist, and formerly identified with 
the Baptiste, has recently been examined, 
accepted and installed by a Congregational 
Council, as pastor of Tompkins Avenue 
Congregational Church, of Brooklyn, N. 
Y. 
He went to the Church in 1S80 as an 
evangelist, and has continued there since 
a3 acting pastor of the chnrcb, and with 
great success. 
The additions since he took 
charge have raised the membership from 
253 to 000 ; achuren debt of about §50,000 
has been paid, and money raised for an 
organ to cost §10,000. 
Besides this direct 
work in the church, successful missions 
have been carried on in Brooklyn, and 
others are being instituted by his congre­ 
gation. 
In his statement before the Council ae to 
his belief, he said he spent his first years 
in the Baptist denomination and has allied 
himself to the Congregational béliefxo» 
because he loved tho Baptist less, but some 
features 
of the Congregational 
more. 
Speaking of his views of Christian doc­ 
trines, ha said he believed the Scriptures 
were the inspired Word of God. 
lie be­ 
lieved the B.o:e was written by men moved 
by the Holy Ghost, 
As to God, he be 
lieved He could be known in creation by 
the heavens that declare His glory and re­ 
veal to us invisible things of Him. 
He 
thought God might be physically known, 
but neither by nature or reason sufficiently 
to give a knowledge cf His being and pur­ 
poses. 
The Christian knowledge of Him 
was based upou the Word of God and re­ 
ceived by faith, and there uaa also a per­ 
sonal knowledge of Him, known to Chris­ 
tians through experience. 
He believed 
that God was eternal, self-existing, and 
perfect in all His attributes, aud that He 
created all worlds and universes. 
He did 
net believe in the doctrine of the eternity 
of matter, but in the eternity of God. Man, 
he believed to be the last and highest cre­ 
ation of God, standing in the very apex of 
creation, and created in the imago of God, 
with a three-fold nature cf body, soul and 
spirit. 
Man’s fall, he bel'eved, came about 
by his doubt of the goodness of God and 
through the agency of a spirit belonging to 
this or some other world. 
His nature be­ 
came corrupt morally, aud becoming con­ 
scious of his guilt, he was under the dom­ 
ination of Satan and communicated sin to 
all posterity. 
Man’s whole nature, he 
thought, by reason of sin, had become 
polluted, aud he believed him guilty of 
original sin. 
As to salvation, he believed 
that to be in God entirely, and for­ 
giveness 
to 
be 
universal 
and 
not 
conditional. 
Forgiveness and justifica­ 
tion, 
however, 
were 
not 
sufficient, 
but must be followed by regeneration, 
which 
was 
a 
communication of the 
divine nature. 
Regeneration, he believed, 
meant a new mac, 
As to the Lord Jesus 
Christ, he believed in the comiuoniy-ac­ 
cepted doctrine of the incarnation, and 
that his nature was perfect ia every partic­ 
ular. 
The incarnation was necessary, and 
brought God near us. 
Every word that 
Jesus Christ spoke and every act that He 
did he believed were the word and act of 
Father. He believed that after dea h Jesus 
Christ was raised, that the body waa ident­ 
ical with the one in which He suffered 
death, and that He ascended on high to 
appear in the presence of God for us. 
He 
believed He would come again and fulfill 
the office of prophet, priest and king. 
As 
to the Atonement, he believed it waa for 
the whole world, and not limited to anv 
number of people known as tho elect. 
He 
believed that anything that might be said 
of the Godhead might be said of tbe Holy 
Spirit, for He was a great agent in sarcti- 
fication and dwelt in all believers 
As to 
the future, he believed at death the spirits 
of Christians departed and were immedi­ 
ately with Christ, and vigorously rejected 
and repudiated the theory of soul-sleeping, 
believing in the resurrection of the just 
and the unjust, and that the unjust would 
be raised in everlasting shame. He did not 
believe in the efficacy and lasting quality 
of infant baptism, but did in the public 
consecration of children, and did in the 
voluntary baptism of believers. 
A delegate asked if he had ever baptized 
infan ts. 
“ I never use the word baptize for in­ 
fants—I call it consecration. 
I have only 
consecrated three infants since I have been 
here.”

It has been strikingly said that were 
Shakespeare’s works destroyed, every line 
that he ever wrote conld be recovered from 
the pages of other authors and the speech 
of the people. 
So, every text in the Bible 
has been quoted ,by somebody as proof 01 
illustration, to point a moral or adorn a 
tale. 
Even our secular literature is sweet­ 
ened and elovated by thoughts and expres­ 
sions from the Scriptures. 
It would be as 
impossible to subtract tbe Bible from our 
modern English literature, which is read 
by everybody, as to upbraid the sunbeams, 
and extract the yellow or violet rays from 
the tides of light that fill the solar system 
with warmth and cheer. 
And people do 
not now read the Bible as a book as they 
did in former days, because they do read 
wbat constiiutes its apirit and its life, tbe 
very substance and essence of it, and every 
book and pamphlet, in every story and 
newspaper they take up. 
We no longer go 
to the well with our pitchers to get water 
as in the olden time, for the water has been 
brought into our houses, so that we have 
only to touch a knob in any room to have 
our wants supplied. 
If the Bible to-day is 
less as a book, and is read leas everywhere, 
it is very largely because that which makes 
the reading of it serviceable and edifying 
has gone into all other books and U uncon 
sciously absorbed by all who read any. 
thing.—[New York Star.

THE CHAUTaUQUA, 


In a recent article by Theodore L. Flood, 
D. D., editor of The Chautaiiquan, the offi­ 
cial paper of the Cbautauqna Literary and 
Scientific Circle, which institution was 
organized a few years since by the Rev. 
Dr. Vincent, snd now has its branches cr 
circles ia ail parts of the United States, 
the writer, speaking of the objects srd 
advantages affotded by the Society, says : 
The Chautauqua Literary and Scientific 
Circle has been called the People’s College. 
Tnat it is indeed a school for the thou­ 
sands who pursue its coarse of study, no 
one has questioned, bnt the warmest en­ 
thusiast for the C. L. S. C. has never 
recommended it to young men and women 
with means and opportunity to pursue a 
regular college course. 
On the contrary, 
it has been a claim from the beginning that 
it tends to arouse in many a home the am­ 
bition to have sou and daughter enjoy the 
advantages ef the college training. 
But 
to the thousands of C. L. S. C. stu­ 
dents to whom 
opportunity is past, 
or to whom it never came, for want of time 
and money, to those and other thousands 
of well-wishers, it will be of interest to 
consider how and to what extent this So­ 
ciety may be a substitute. 
The college 
has facilities for taking the student of 
physics into apparatus-room and labora­ 
tory, where he may witness experiment 
and illustration of great practical value. 
The C. L S. C. student reaches the same 
facts and conclusions through the cuts and 
explanation of text-books, supplemented 
in many eases by experiments of his own, 
which, though rude, are often the most 
valuable cf all. 
Although the operations 
and formula? of higher mathematics are 
cot wrought out by the C. L. S. C. stu­ 
dent, yet their results, with all the 
various practical applications, are brought 
to his knowledge. 
Its student docs nor 
have the benefit of a critical study oí 
Litin and Greek, but he gets, through his­ 
tory and tho literatures of these languages, 
as large an acquaintance with Greece and 
Rome. 
Horae? Greeley, when reminded 
of the impossibility of his obtaining a 
good knowledge of the old classic authors, 
because of his ignóranos of the languages 
in which they wrote, replied that he did 
not thiuk it necessary “ to e*t a few feet 
of lead pipe every uay in order to get a 
Din* of Or***— 
Whatever may be the strength or weak­ 
ness of such reasoning, it must be admit­ 
ted that acquaintance with the thought 
and feeling of mankind is the highest of- 
language study. 
This, throuah faithful 
and scholarly translations, the C. L. S. C. 
student receives. 
In the department:] of 
general history and English literature, the 
Society has a wider range, and requires 
more than the college. 
It has it3 special 
courses which correspond with the idea 
of elective Btudiea in the more advanced 
colleges of the times. 
It possesses, too, 
thé advantages of all the improved meth­ 
ods of iustruction, so far as circumstances 
will permit of their application—the lect­ 
ure, the text-book, the question and an­ 
swer. 
The student may lose something 
by reason of the long distance between 
himself and the author or lecturer who is 
his teacher, but he is somewhat compen­ 
sated by the better facilities which he 
possesses for tho development of habits of 
personal investigation and self-reliance. 
The C. L. S. C. is not the college, but in 
many features it is like the college, and 
is the beBt substitute for it known.

San F rancisco, May 16, 1883. 
We have lost the McCanll company. 
They gave the “ Merry W ar ” and yielded 
up the etage to Barrett. The “ Merry 
W ar” ia more bouffe than the “ Queen’s 
Lace Handkerchief,” hut it is the apothe­ 
osis of Perugini. There is nothing bouffe 
about bis role ; it is high comedy. His 
“ Perhaps I should not have said that,” 
when he goseips indiscreetly about every 
secret and stratagem that has been con­ 
fided to him, and that to the very people 
from whom it should be concealed, is very 
gracefully and piquantly said, and not so 
frequently »3 to become a wearisome man­ 
nerism. Perugini rises from the rank of a 
little sugar man to the beauty and distinc­ 
tion of a Watteau or Sevres figure, and his 
wonderful white brocade costume is said 
to be that worn by a guest at the Vander­ 
bilt fancy ball and presented thereafter to 
the bewitching little tenor, and so the rich 
falls ot lace are real. Carleton looks 
slightly snub faced and burly compared to 
this perfect little creature, but he wraps 
himself in the consciousness of his fine 
voice and is not absolutely inconsolable. 
The drill at the end of the opera, evolu­ 
tions by the warlike Marchioness’ Ama­ 
zons, tilled the foyer at the California every 
evening, and the four girls In green, in blue 
and in chocolate seemed to have special 
companies of clappers among the audience 
devoted to their interests. 
ONE OF THE PRETTIEST COSTUMES 
Was Mathilda Cottrelly’s—the exact holi­ 
day dress of a Dutch peasant woman—the 
gold head-dress, the leng medallion ear­ 
rings, the necklace, the lace apron, all 
complete. Monday night Mojeska put on 
“ As You Like It.” There was an over­ 
flowing audience—one would have said all 
San Francisco, but for the knowledge that 
as iarge an audience was at the California 
to welcome Barrett. But the Modjeska 
company is not a Shakespeare company, 
and the play suffered accordingly. 
it 
seems almost a pity that the custom is es­ 
tablished of introducing a trained athlete 
into the wrestling scene in the first act. 
It was certainly worth the price of ad­ 
mission to see William Muldoon, “ Grmco- 
Horr.an Champion of the World,” as the 
bill read, support himself on his head and 
heels, allowing neither bi3 hips nor shoul­ 
ders to touch the ground, while M. H. 
Barrymore, the Orlando of the cast, 
jumped three times with all his weight 
upon the athlete’s body and was thrown 
off like a rubber ball. But there is no 
illusion ; a child can see that the supposed 
vanquished man could in reality crush his 
raw antagonist like an egg-shell were he 
so minded. He “ lets him beat,” as one 
humors a silly opponent at cards. William 
Muldoon is 
A MAGNIFICENT ANIMAL, 
And in New York when Madame Mod­ 
jeska said to him playfully, “ You and I 
share the honors in ‘As You Like It,’ 
Mr. Muldoon,” the ex-policeman replied, 
with just self-esteem, "Madame, wo do.” 
Modjeska’s Rosalind loses much of its ef­ 
fect by her strong French accent. One 
sees that she perfectly understands her 
lines, but she does not make the listener 
understand them ; and while she is ador­ 
ably witty, the relinking humor of some of 
Rosalind's banter is lost by the rendering. 
The romp is essentially an Anglo-Saxon 
production; the continent of Europe can 
neither evolve nor comprehend her. In 
the first act, joking with Touchstone, 
matching wits with Celia or rebuked by 
her uncle, Modjeska is faultlessly graceful 
and spirited ; and her Celia, by the way, 
Mias Georgie Drew, is worthy of her, and 
gives a great deal of archness and intelli­ 
gence to the pretty character of Celia, of ;en 
too much subordinated and neglected. 
Tne forest of Arden was a singulariy 
cramped and httertd glade. The attempts 
after sylvan effects made the etage resem­ 
ble a church on Christmas eve, when fair 
maidens have been winding garlands for 
the purpose cf decoration, but even the 
unspeakable stump in the foreground was 
pardonable when Rosalind climbed up and 
SAT IN THE FORK OF THE BRANCHES 
And saucily chattered to Orlando, swing­ 
ing her pointed rnsset-leathered tee the 
while. She reaches the highest plane of 
her acting when Oliver comes to tell her of 
Orlando’s contest with the lion. She is ly­ 
ing on a green baDk, I suppose they call it 
(a paper muslin-covered sofa, without any 
legs, is what it is), and Celia is near her. 
Oliver approaches and asks if she is that 
youth whom Orlando playfully calls his 
Rosalind. There is just that note cf acci­ 
dent in his voice that terrifies Rosalind, 
and the somber “ dark’’tone as singers 
call it, and the suppressed dread with 
which Modjeska replies “ I am,” is a per­ 
fect triumph. The self-command she 
knowB to be necessary before a stranger is 
also indicated in the voice. Then the 
shudder and slight movement of the 
muscles of the face when Oliver speaks of 
the snake Orlando found about the old 
man’s neck, are intensely fine and femi­ 
nine. What modern Orlando would be de­ 
ceived five minnteB if the woman with 
whom he was in love, were she never so 
tall and slight, masqueraded before him, 
talking as Rosalind does ? Shakespeare’s 
Rosalind has yet to arise, and eo has his 
Jacques—at the California. 
A FOURTEEN-YEAR OLD MILLIONAIRE.

Avery, has been posing as a million& re 
here, and the story is worth telling. His 
parents are in comfortable circumstances, 
though cot rich, and live in Saucelito, and 
upon a day my young gentleman takes to 
giving his friends pianos and gold watches 
by way of souvenirs and delicate atten­ 
tions.

FOREST AHD STREAM. 
A party of four fishing in Soquel creek a 
few Sundays since caught 340 fine trout. 
The catfish properly prepared with white 
wine makes an excellent and relishable 
soup. 
The pike or bass should never be intro­ 
duced into waters where trout have pre­ 
viously been planted. 
Lake Tahoe, according to the local press, 
already affords good fishing. We hear of 
many Sacramentans intending to visit the 
lake this season. 
A French author says: “ The lamprey 
has all the bad qualities of the eel witnout 
any of the good.” No one in California 
will dispute that assertion. 
Two gentlemen fishing in the Ralston 
creek, a tributary of the Sin Gregorio, a 
few days since, took 140 fair-sized trout, 
running ail the way from 6 to 10 inches in 
length. 
Herr Von Behr, the most distinguished 
of the German fish culturists, mentions the 
catching of a California salmon in the river 
Isa. It is believed that in time they will 
work their way to the Black Sea. 
W'hen opened, cleaned and the interior 
well rubbed with an even quantity of pul­ 
verized sugar and salt, the transportation 
of fish can be effected in warm weather, 
and the flesh preserved fresh for two or 
three days. 
The tules along the Sacramento river are 
said to ba already alive with young maliard 
and teal. From this time out we expect to 
bear, a3 the Pacific Life says, of the slaugh­ 
ter of the innocents long befoie they are 
lit for the table. It would not be becom­ 
ing in the California vandal game-thief to 
allow them to live for the pleasure or ben­ 
efit of the general public. 
Newton Horubuckle caught a trout a few 
days since near Buena Vista, Oregon, which 
was covered with red spots instead of black 
ones. Several other instances are on rec­ 
ord of red speckled trout being caught in 
this section. 
Au angler remarks that 
either the trout,- like the leopard, can 
schange its spots, or else some Eastern 
brook trout have been but in the Will, 
amette. 
The Indians of the north, according to 
an exchange, are said to freeze the carp, 
aud bring them to lifs again by thawing 
them gradually, and that this method of 
transportation produces no ill effects on 
them we are assured by an able author. 
Also that on their being returned to the 
water they become 33 lively as ever. Cer­ 
tain ly the carp has a tenacity of life which 
is only surpassed by the eel and catfish, 
and this renders the above remarks the 
more easily accepted. 
The sturgeon, which is exceedingly plen­ 
tiful, is among the most useful of fish. 
Nothing is wasted in its consumption. 
Every portion of the sturgeon is turned to 
profitable use. The roe, which is developed 
in astonishing quantity and closely resem­ 
bles turnip seed in size and color, is made 
into the famous caviare, so highly relished 
by European gourmets. The air bladder, 
which is very large, is carefully dried for 
exportation, being used in the manufacture 
of gelatine and the finer qualities of glue. 
Tne head, tail and skin, entrails and back­ 
bone are tried out over a slow fire, aud 
yield a considerable quantity of oil, which 
is in great demand by leather dressers. 
The refuse, after the oil has been extracted, 
makes a valuable fertilizer for the farm. 
Mr. Graham, the celebrated trap-shooter 
of London, has issued a challenge to the 
pigeon-shooters of the world, to shoot at 
100 birds for §1,000 a side. He invites Bo­ 
gar Jus, Dr. Carver and Mr. Mitchell to re­ 
spond, and seems anxious for an American 
competitor. 
Mr. Graham also offers to 
make a second niateh for §1,000 a side un­ 
der the following conditions : Mr. Graham 
to stand at twenty-six yards rise and use 
one hand only, the other competitor to 
stand at thirty-two yards and use both 
hands. The challenger is a member of the 
Union Guu Club of Hendon. His haudicap 
is thirty yards, aud on March 30, 1882, he 
beat a Mr. JohnsoD in a one-hand match, 
killing twenty-three oat of twentyfivo at 
twenty-five yarde. Mr. Graham also won 
a challenge cup at Hendon in October, kill­ 
ing nine Btraight at thirty yards, and in 
November became the holder of th6 War­ 
ner Challenge Prize by killing eight at 
thirtv-cne yards from a field o" thirteen. 
Mr. Graham is also recorded as the winner 
of several small affairs in the English pro­ 
vinces. This year, on the 14th of March, 
he shot a match atthe Abbey Hey Grounds, 
near Manchester, for £50, when he was 
beaten by T. Rauthmell. They shot at 100 
birds, at twenty-five yards, with half an 
ounce of shot. The winner scored fifty- 
three out of 100, to Graham's forty-three 
out of ninety-one. The birds furnished 
were described as one of the fastest lots 
ever trapped at Manchester. No doubt 
Bogardus and Carver will both accept the 
glove thrown down by the British cham­ 
pion, and in cither he will no doubt find a 
competitor worthy his attention. 
Mr. Van Dyke, the popular California 
writer on game and sports, thus beautifully 
describes the California mountain quaii, 
and which cannot fail to please the many ad­ 
mirers of this fine bird : “ There is some­ 
thing inexpressively clever and attractive 
about the mountain quail. His ways are 
so soft and so artless ; he esems so friendly 
and confiding at the very first acquaintance, 
as if you were specially born for his bosom 
friend ; his soft chatter, no matter how 
empty, falls so musically upon your ear; 
you almost see his bosom heave with emo­ 
tion, aud dilate with intensity of friend­ 
ship for you. And then, too, he has 
such urgent business elsewhere the mo­ 
ment you want a special favor from him. 
I have never shot many of these charm­ 
ing birds. I have never desired to. For 
their hoodlum cousin of the lower valley 
I feel no pity when his sauce-box is sud­ 
denly closed in mid-air. But the death 
of the mountain quail causes in me no 
feeling but sorrow. 
Often and often 
do I meet them in the lonely mount­ 
ain glen, by the clear, cold spring or 
sparkling brooks of the higher altitudes, 
along the lonely pine-clad hillsides, or in 
the chaparral-clad gulches below. But I 
sit down and watcli them till the last one 
steaD twittering and rustling away, un­ 
shot at. Though their heads make the 
fairest of marks for the rifle, and I have 
often for fan covered it with the sights 
at tea or twelve paces only, I have never 
yet pulled a rifle trigger at one. But for 
the shotgun, when one knows how to hunt 
them and can get them on the right kind 
of ground, they are icdeed noble game.” 
Rock ee! fishing receives considerable 
attention of late, the Sportsman says. 
They are principally found in the vicinity 
of Lime Point, Angel Island and about 
Saucelito. 
Homshoe Cove is frequently 
the scene of activity consequent upon 
the presence of a number cf anglers 
who have been 
induced 
to 
turn 
their attention to this sport because of 
their failure to rind choice trout streams. 
An excellent story is told at the expenee of 
a prominent merchant in this city, who 
for the past t'.vo months has been a regular 
visitor to the Saucelito shore, where he 
claims to have encountered a monster rock 
eel. 
Ail endeavors to land the fish have 
been ineffectual, and in the attempts 
gome twenty large-sized hooks have been 
lost, not to mention broken rods, lost eink- 
ers and parted lines. He had the good 
fortune to raise the enormous eel up to the 
surface of the water on one occasion, and 
was satisfied from a glance that he had 
found an able adversary to deal with. He 
represented the head as being fully five 
inches in diameter. With a view of finally 
landing his eelship, the gentleman has 
taken the precaution to have a hard-laid 
cotton line, extra heavy size and com­ 
monly used for cod-fishing, in addition to 
strong steel hooks and a short, thick bam­ 
boo rod. He is determined on feasting 
upon the mighty eel.

SAN JOAQUIN VALLEY. 


THE IMPORTANT RESULTS TO BE PRO­ 
DUCED BY IRRIGATION. 


The Natural Condition of the Valley and Its 
Cauae—Water for Irrigation—I xteat 
of Holdings—Progress Made—Etc. 


Settlers in Owyhee county, I. T., fegr an 
outbreak of the Bannocks, 


[Correspondence from i. N. Iloag.] 
In my last letter I neglected Bome gen­ 
eral observations in regard to irrigation 
about Fresno. I was very soon convinced 
after arriving here that the custom was 
general, and I think I may say universal, 
where water was being used at all, to use 
too much of it. I felt called on to remark 
this fact to all cultivators I met person­ 
ally, and I deem the matter of so much 
importance that I desire to refer to it again 
in this public manner. I saw many vines 
and trees, and, indeed, whole vineyards 
and orchards that were materially set back 
because the soil was too fall of water. 
There are two very plausible reasons for 
this state of things at this time, and neith­ 
er of which will probably continue. The 
ditch owners want to appropriate all the 
water they cm from the river so as to ac­ 
quire a prescriptive or possessory right, er 
claim, to as much as the country they pro­ 
pose to irrigate may require in the futuro. 
Hence they are encouraging the use by all 
of more than they really need. Then the 
season has been a peculiar one. The pros­ 
pect of a very dry season encouraged the 
use of a full supply and heavy irrigation, 
and the rains beginning in March fill up 
the soil already full of water. This cir­ 
cumstance has called the attention of peo­ 
ple to the necessity of a good and thorough 
SYSTEM OF DRAINAGE 
As well as of irrigation. And this matter 
of drainage should cot be neglected, not 
only for the good of the soil and its pro­ 
duction aud the qualify of its- products, 
but the sanitary condition of the section 
will depend greatly upon good drainage. 
Then it has been found that the land after 
it has been irrigated one season requires 
much less the next, and will require still 
leS3 each succeeding season, as the soil be­ 
comes more saturated and settled with 
water. It is also found that the water 
level in the Boil in all the irrigated parts of 
the valley is rapidly rising. The welis dug 
a few years ago have water much nearer 
the surface than formerly, and new wells 
do not require to be dug or bored so deep 
as heretofore to obtain a good supply of 
water. All the water of th e .valley that 
does not come from the clouds—and this is 
hardly enough to redeem the valley from a 
natural desert—is brought out of the Sierra 
Novada mountains, there being no rivers 
or creeks of any moment, supplied from 
the coast range. This fact accounts for the 
dryness and natural barrenness of the 
west side of the valley. The great alti­ 
tude of the coast range sends the damp 
breezes from the oceau up into cold arid 
regions before it can pass the Bummit, and 
meeting no cold currents or cold surface 
over the valley, all the dampness is carried 
beyond it and 
PRECIPITATED UTON THE SIERRA NEVADA. 
Hence, if man would utilize the fertile soil 
of this great valley and create a successful 
agriculture in it, he is compelled to con­ 
struct artificial rivers or canals to bring 
this moisture back where nature failed to 
deposit it. There is plenty of water in 
these mountains, and man is equal to the 
task of making it serve his convenience 
and necessities, and thus convert this great 
valley into an earthly paradise. 
This 
work is already begun, and its completion 
at an early day ¡^already assured. From 
the town of Fresno to the upper end of the 
valley every town or railway station boasts 
of its projected and soon to be completed 
irrigating canal that is to surround it with 
great fields, orchards, vineyards and a 
dense and prosperous population. The ca­ 
nal approaching Fowler Switch, and the 
grand enterprise known as the “ Seventy- 
six” canal are, to a great extent, the works 
of Yolo county enterprise, and are being 
pushed by Yolo county pluck and capital. 
Both take water from King’s river, and 
both are intended to irrigate broad sections 
of th; valley, considerable portions of 
which are owned by the companies who 
are constructing the canals. The “ Sev­ 
enty-six” canal, especially, is a grand un­ 
dertaking. The company own about 30,­ 
000 acres of excellent laud for the cereals, 
vines or fruits. The railroad crosses two 
sections of the company’s lands, on one of 
which it is intended to locate a town and 
shipping point, and wherever located to 
build a rival, friendly competitor of the 
lively Fresno. 
THE CANAL IS ONE HUNDRED FEET ON THE 
Bottom, and will carry a volume of water 
three feet deep, sufficient to irrigate terri­ 
tory enough to make a good sized county. 
I understand from the President of the 
company, Mr. Kitchenor, that this land 
will probably soon be broken up into farms 
of 20 acres and up to 160, and platted and 
put upon the market. In the mean time 
the company will put under improvement 
ornamentation and cultivation blocks in 
different localities to demonstrate the capa­ 
bilities of the whole. At Tulare a similar 
work of transforming the barren but fer­ 
tile valley lands into resident farms by 
means of irrigation is in progress, and 
what were once the most noted stock ranges 
by reason of their extent, are being broken 
up and brought under settlement and cul­ 
tivation. We first visited the large farm 
of Page & Morton, where the once dry 
plain that could only, in its native state, 
support one animal on ten to fifteen acres, 
is being turned into alfalfa meadows capa­ 
ble of feeding much more plentifully from 
three to four animals to the single acre ; 
and this wonderful change is being pro­ 
duced without the expense of even plow­ 
ing. The land is very flat, bnt the first 
operation is to level it by ecraping down 
all unevenness and then building small 
levee3 or checking it off. It is then 
flooded, and when the water is turned 
off into the next check or plat, a ccrrugator 
or wheat cultivator is put on it and the 
surface mellowed up. The seed is then 
sown and harrowed in with a ight ltooth- 
barrow, and the work is done. At the end 
of this season they will have 
OVER FOUR THOUSAND AGRES OF ALFALFA, 
And next season over eight thousand. 
Not a pound of hay — of which the 
land will produce over ten ton3 to the acre 
per annum, besides producing uninterupted 
good feed for half the year—is to be sold off 
the place, but all is to be fed upon it. Beef, 
perk and mutton are to be the products of 
the farm. Page & Morton last year had 
fourteen acres sown in June to the ever­ 
green millet or Johnson grass, and the first 
cutting produced four tons of seed, which 
was said at fifty cents per pound, or §1,000 
per ton. A second crop of good hay of 
two tons per acre was afterwards cut, and 
then from two square rods they sold §375 
worth of roots and left roots enough in the 
soil to produce larger crops this year than 
last:. The water with which the place is 
irrigated is brought from Kaweah creek, 
flowing from the Sierras, above King’B 
river, and a company is now oiganized to 
bring out water enough to make 
A NAVIGABLE CANAL 
From the Sierras to Tulare, and at the 
same time to fill a lumber flume in which 
to float lumber. All the water is finally 
to be used for irrigation, and thus cover 
millions of acres. I am informed by the 
oideet and best cf citizens here that there 
is good red wood timber in these mount­ 
ains, easily accessible, to build houses and 
fence3 all over the valley, and to keep up 
the supply for an indefinite period. There 
has heretofore existed an unsatisfactory 
feeling between the citizens of Visalia and 
Tulare on account of the location of the road 
and of county seat matters ; but now this 
will be harmonized, and the energies of all 
the citizens of the county, and the 'ocal 
and other capital will be devoted to the 
general development of the resources of the 
county. 
The railroad company leaves 
about $18,000 per month in Tulare, their 
shops for the Tulare division of the S. P. 
beiog located at this place. They have 
erected a fine building here for a library, 
reading room and lecture ball, and donated 
it to the town. It is well patronizsd. All 
Southern California is alive and organized 
to gire jfs;migrants » hesrfy welcome scd 


happy homeB. The northern section of the 
State will have to wake np to her interests 
and organize also.

MR. 
PENTECOST, 
THE 
EVANGELIST, 
ACCErTS A PASTORATE. 


Statement to the Council of His Belief— 
The Bible Taught 1 hrough all Liter- 
erature—Miscellaneous Notes 


Rev. G. F. Pentecost, the well known 
evangelist, and formerly identified with 
the Baptists, has recently been examined, 
accepted and installed by a Congregational 
Council, na pastor of Tompkins Avenue 
Congregational Church, of Brooklyn, N. 
Y. He went to the Church in 1S80 as an 
evangelist, and has continued there since 
as acting pastor of the chnrch, and with 
great success. The additions since he took 
charge have raised the membership from 
253 to 900 ; a church debt of about $50,000 
has been paid, and money raised for an 
organ to cost §10,000. Besides this direct 
work in the church, successful missions 
have been carried on in Brooklyn, and 
others are being instituted by his congre­ 
gation. 
In his statement before the Council as to 
his belief, he Baid he spent his first years 
in the Baptist denomination and has allied 
himself to the Congregational belief not 
because he loved tho Baptist less, but some 
features of the Congregational mere. 
SpeakiDg of his views of Christian doc­ 
trines, he said he believed the Scriptures 
were tho inspired Word of God. lie be­ 
lieved the B;b;e was written by men moved 
by the Holy Ghost. As to God, ho be 
lieved Ha could be known in creation by 
the heavens that declare Ilia glory and re­ 
veal to us invisible things of Him. He 
thought God might be physically known, 
but neither by nature or reason sufficiently 
to give a knowledge cf His being and pur­ 
poses. The Christian knowledge of Him 
was based upon the Word of God and re­ 
ceived by faith, and there was aho a per­ 
sonal knowledge of Him, known to Chris­ 
tians through experience. He believed 
that God was eternal, self-existing, and 
perfect in all His attributes, and that He 
created all worlds and universes. He did 
net believe in the doctrine of the eternity 
of matter, but in the eternity of God. Man, 
he believed to be the last and highest cre­ 
ation of God, standing in the very apex of 
creation, and created in the imago of God, 
with a tfirce-foid nature cf body, soul and 
spirit. Man’s fall, he believed, came about 
by his doubt of the goodness of God and 
through the agency of a spirit belonging to 
this or some other world. His nature be­ 
came corrupt morally, aud becoming con­ 
scious of his guilt, he was under the dom­ 
ination of Satan and communicated siu to 
all posterity. Man’s whole nature, he 
thought, by reason of sin, had become 
polluted, and he believed him guilty of 
original sin. As to salvation, he believed 
that to be in God entirely, and for­ 
giveness to be universal and not 
conditional. Forgiveness and justifica­ 
tion, 
however, 
were not sufficient, 
but must be followed by regeneration, 
which was a communication of the 
divine nature. Regeneration, he believed, 
meant a new man, As to the Lord Jesus 
Christ, he believed in the comiuoniy-ac­ 
cepted doctrine of the incarnation, and 
that his nature was perfect in every partic­ 
ular. The incarnation was necessary, and 
brought God near U3. Every word that 
Jesus Christ spoke and every act that Ho 
did he believed were the word and act of 
Father. He believed that after dea h Jesus 
C hrst was raised, that the body was ident­ 
ical with the one in which He suffered 
death, and that He ascended on high to 
appear in the presence of God for us. He 
believed H 3 would come again and fulfill 
the office of prophet, priest and king. As 
to the Atonement, he believed it was for 
the whole world, and not limited to any 
number of people known as tho elect. He 
believed that anything that might bo 3aid 
of the Godhead might be said cf the Holy 
Spirit, for Ho was a great agent in sancti­ 
fication and dwelt in all believers As to 
the future, he believed at death the Bpirits 
of Christians departed and were immedi­ 
ately with Christ, and vigorously rejected 
and repudiated the theory of soul-sleeping, 
believing in the resurrection of the just 
and the unjust, and that tho unjust would 
be raised in everlasting shame. He did not 
believe in the efficacy and lasting quality 
of infant baptism, but did in the public 
consecration of children, and did in the 
voluntary baptism of believers. 
A delegate asked if he had ever baptized 
infants. 
“ I never use the word baptize for in­ 
fants—I call it consecration. I have only 
consecrated three infants since I have been 
here.” 
THE BIBLE PERVADING ALL LITERATURE. 
It has been strikingly said that were 
Shakespeare’s works destroyed, every line 
that he ever wrote could be recovered from 
the pages of other authors and the speech 
of the people. So, every text in the Bible 
has been quoted by somebody as proof or 
illustration, to point a moral or adorn a 
tale. Even our secular literature is sweet­ 
ened and elovated by thoughts and expres­ 
sions from the Scriptures. It would be as 
impossible to subtract the Bible from our 
modern English literature, which is read 
by everybody, as to upbraid the sunbeams, 
and extract the yellow or violet rays from 
the tides of light that fill the solar system 
with warmth and cheer. And people do 
not now read the Bible as a book a3 they 
did in former days, because they do read 
what constitutes its spirit and its life, the 
very substance and essence of it, and every 
book and pamphlet, in every story and 
newspaper they take up. We no longer go 
to the well with our pitchers to get water 
as in the olden time, for the water has been 
brought into our houses, so that we have 
only to touch a knob in any room to have 
our wants supplied. If the Bible to-day is 
less as a book, and is read less everywhere, 
it is very largely because that which makes 
the reading of it serviceable and edifying 
has gone into all other books and ia uncon­ 
sciously absorbed by all who read any­ 
thing.—[New York Star.

Dr. Vincent, and now has its branches tr 
circles in all parts of the United States, 
the writer, speaking of the objects #rd 
advantages afforded by the Society, says : 
The Chautauqua Literary and Scientific 
Circle has been called the People’s College. 
Tnat it is icdeed a school for the thou­ 
sands who pursue its course of study’, no 
one has questioned, bnt the warmest cn 
thusiast for the C. L. S. C. has never 
recommended it to young men and women 
with means and opportunity to pursue a 
regular college course. On the contrary’, 
it has been a claim from the beginning that 
it tends to arouse in many a home the am­ 
bition to have sou and daughter enjoy the 
advantages ef the college training. But 
to the thousands of C. L. S. C. stu­ 
dents to whom opportunity is past, 
or to whom it cever came, for want of "time 
and money, to those and other thousands 
of well-wishers, it will be of interest to 
consider how and to what extent this So­ 
ciety may be a substitute. The college 
has facilities for taking the student o? 
physics into apparatus-room and labora­ 
tory, where he may witness experiment 
and illustration of great practical value. 
The C. L S. C. student reaches the same 
facts and conclusions through the cuts and 
explanation of text-books, supplemented 
in many cases by experiments of his own, 
which, though rude, are often the most 
valuable cf all. Although the operations 
and formula; of higher mathematics are 
cot wrought out by the C. L. S. C. stu­ 
dent, yet their results, with alt the 
various practical applications, are brought 
to his knowledge. Its student does not 
have the benefit of a critical study of 
Latin and Greek, but he gets, through his­ 
tory and the literatures of these languages, 
as large an acquaintance with Greece aud 
Rome. Horace Greeley, when reminded 
of tho impossibility of his obtaining a 
good knowledge of the old classic authors, 
because of his ignorance or the languages 
in which they wrote, replied that tie did 
not think it necessary “ to eat a few feet 
of lead pipe every day in order to get a 
pint of Croton water." 
Whatever may be the strength or weak­ 
ness of such reasoning, it must he admit­ 
ted that acquaintance with the thought 
and feeling ot mankind is the highest of- 
language study. 
This, through ¡faithful 
and scholarly translations, the C. L. S. C. 
student receives. In the departments of 
general history’ and English literature, the 
Society’ has a wider range, and requires 
mere than the college. It has it3 sp< cial 
courses which correspond with the idea 
of elective studies in the more advanced 
colleges of the times. It possesses, too, 
the advantages of all the improved meth­ 
ods of instruction, so far as circumstances 
will permit of their application—the lect­ 
ure, the text-book, the question and an­ 
swer. Ths student may lose something 
by’ reason of the long distance between 
himself and the author or lecturer who is 
his teacher, bnt he ia somewhat compen­ 
sated by the better facilities which he 
possesses for tho development of habits of 
psrsonal investigation and self-reliance. 
The C. L. S. C. is not the college, but in 
many features it is like the college, and 
is the best substitute for it known.

those who labor to broaden intelligence, 
elevate social standards, awaken ambitions, 
recall to reason, snd whose efforts are 
directed towards the extirpation of vices. 
B at «oven reformers by compulsory pro. 
oesies, and through the agency of the laws, 
are not all to be classed as meddlers ; as, 
those who would suppress the luxury of 
opium smoking, withdraw the privilege of 
filling the highways with rnan-traps, or 
require decent behavior and suspension of 
business on the day set apart for getting 
out of harness. 
B at the Professor is right 
so far as he is to be understood to depre. 
cate mere intermeddling, and as pronoucc 
ing one of the safest rules to be, “ mind 
your own business.” 
Amateur social doc­ 
tors, he points out, always begin with 
remedies, and generally w ithout knowledge 
of the anatomy and physiology of society, 
for 
the 
world 
is 
full 
of 
social 
quacks assuming to know more than their 
fellows, but really only more ignorant and 
more presumptions. 
Men have much to 
struggle against; life Í9 a constant strug­ 
gle against ills, and the combatant never 
conquers. 
B ut for the social doctors, he 
holds, we would be content to endure the 
ills and hardships we cannot cure. 
But is 
there any incurable ill, or any hardship or 
suffering th at may not be alleviated ? To 
say that bu t for intermeddlers we would 
be content to endure and recognize ills as 
incurable, is to say th at men do not do 
well to hope, or to labor for a bettering of 
condition ; it is to put up the bars against 
human energy. 
But it is true, as he puts 
it, that a multitude of our social ills are 
the result of “ the complicated products of 
social quackery, buttressed by habit, fash­ 
ion, prejudice, platitudinarian thinking and 
new quackery in political economy and 
social science.” 
In the efforts of human 
society to adapt itself to conditions, we 
have been warped and distorted, and “ got 
used to it, as a foot adapts itself to an ill- 
made boot, and we come to think it is the 
right way for things to be, and so a change 
to a sound condition would hurt us.” 
This 
very condition, he points out, has devel­ 
oped a lot of economists and social philoso­ 
phers with sophisms for fitting our think 
ing to distorted facts. 
Our real gain, he 
holds, will result from observation of phe­ 
nomena and a study of forces. 
W hatever 
we gain in that way will be by growth, and 
not by the reconstruction of society ac. 
cording to the plans of enthusiastic social 
architects. 
Here the essayist strikes the 
key-note of his text. 
For it is true that 
society is in danger from its model makers, 
its sudden reformers, who promise perfect 
results if we will but take their nostrums. 
The world will be better and go on in its 
development and growth more speedily, if 
thes3 “ social doctors” will mind their 
own business, and leave us with" only “ the 
troubles th at belong to nature.” 


MINDING 
ONE'S 
OWN 
BUSISE3S. 


Professor Sumner’s latest essay treats of 
the passion for dealing in social questions, 
_ which is “ one of the marks of the times.” 
H e aska ii I* is not true that the amateurs 
in social science are not all the time ask­ 
ing, “ W hat shall we do with neighbor A, 
or w hat shall we make neighbor A do for 
neighbor B?” There is no other than an 
affirmative answer to be made. 
It is a 
meddling age ; an era when many make it 
their business to attend to the business of 
all others. 
Not only is this true socially, 
but in every political sense, and it finds its 
■culmination in communism, which, in its 
essence, is the art pf attending to othsr 
people’s affairs, 
Professor Sumner does 
not pursue the argument to that extent, 
but it íb where the logic of.it leads. 
The 
essayist believes the one duty of every man 
is to take care of his own affairs. 
This he 
does not separate from our duty to society; 
the two are one, he holds ; the latter is 
accomplished when the former is done. 
•But 
it 
is 
true that the many hold 
the 
two 
to 
he 
distinct, 
and 
the 
chief duty to society to consist in direct­ 
ing what 
other people ought to do. 
Prof. Sumner is aware of this, an d ' some­ 
w hat disappointingly to the reader leaves 
th at branch of the subject with his own 
assertion. 
The man fitted to care for a 
family still finds others about him having 
personal claims upon him. 
If, says our 
essayist, he answers to these, he has a sur­ 
plus of wisdom, virtue and energy which 
he believes is true of no man, because a 
family charge is capable of infinite develop­ 
ment, and “ no man can suffice to the full 
measure of duty” for which a family may 
draw upon him. 
So, he holds, the host 
service a man can bestow upon society is 
to spend it upon his family. 
The Profess­ 
or’s statem ent carries him too far. 
Men 
certainly owe something to society distinct 
from the debt to the family. 
Any other 
rule will put families into cells, and under 
th at condition there could be nothing 
w orthy designation as society. 
W e owe, 
for instance, duties to the community in 
which we reside ; we owe sacrifices to the 
institutions of society, and we win rewards 
in return for making them. 
The man of 
wealth oyes a special duty to society, and 
none the less does the poor man. 
Society 
is an entity distinct from the family, and 
it is a duty to understand it, and so tar as 
we may to add to its exaltation. There are 
duties in society to be performed, and some 
one must not only perform them “ but lead 
in and direct their performance.” If there 
is a misdirection of public sentiment it is a 
duty to declare against it. 
If there is a 
wrong feeding upon society, some must 
be possessed of sufficient “ surplus energy, 
virtue and wisdom ” to Btrargle it. 
Every 
man 
will 
find 
in 
just 
what 
way 
ho 
can 
best 
discharge 
his 
daty 
to society. 
The full discharge of duty to 
the family will evolve eurplus ability to 
respond to the demands society of right 
makes upon every man. 
The danger lies 
in the mismeasurement ; in impoverishing 
one for the sustenanoe of 
the other. 
Aside from this danger, to retnm to the 
essayist, he points cut another, the danger 
of im pertinent interference in the affairs of 
others. 
Friends of humanity, as a rale, 
encounter both. He groups together those 
who would require all to observe Sunday 
in a particular m anner; compel all to 
be teetotalers; 
force 
all 
to 
eschew 
luxuries; oblige all by taxation to con­ 
form to a given manner of living, and in 
self interest those who would lay taxes to 1 
compel others to buy their goods.

AN 
ENGLISH 
PROPHECY 
AS 
TO 
OÜR 
PÜTURF. 


Mr. Robert Giffen, President of the Lon­ 
don Statistical Society, devoted a recent 
address to “ American G row th.” 
It evi­ 
denced a broad and intelligent knowledge 
of thi3 country. 
Reasoning from the ratio 
of our past growth, he places our popula­ 
tion fifty years hence a t 200,000,000, in 
seventy-five years at 400,000,000, and at 
the end of a century at 800,000,000. These 
figures aimost take the breath away. 
It 
sound in estimate, they promise a growth 
unexampled in ratio in the world’s history, 
and give America the keeping of the bal­ 
ance of power amoug nations. 
B at it is 
not clear that Mr. Giffen is safe in hia esti­ 
mate of the flow of population from E u­ 
rope to America, for there is a growing 
feeling that restriction of immigration will 
become, in the not far distant future, our 
policy. 
W e will never become an exclu­ 
sive nation, but we will choose our people 
from among the peoples of the world with 
greater discrimination, and to doro we will 
make immigration a m atter of less ease. 
Our V6ry necessities will drive us to that 
policy, 
The more interesting part of the 
address is devoted to our eauacitv to rive 
«• 
* 
O 
Europe her food supply. W e have recently 
touched upon this subject; it is the most 
vital interest now under public considera­ 
tion. 
W e have demonstrated our ability 
to 
feed 
onr 
own 
and 
a population 
nearly one-third in excess at tbi3 time. 
Twelve million people of Great Britain 
now subsist upon the American food ex­ 
port chiefly, and besides we supply largely 
to Germany, France, Belgium and Hol­ 
land. 
In the m atter of meat supplies we 
shall have something to say hereafter— 
suffice it now to remark that the stock 
business is becoming one of the most prom­ 
inent industries of the land. 
Its protits 
are the largest, its returns the quickest, its 
demands the most steady. 
The narrowing 
of the free ranges of the country alone sug­ 
gest the limits of its possibilities. 
And 
this vast interest has found its market 
through the advanced and improved meth­ 
ods of transportation and the energy of 
aggregated capital alone. 
Our productions 
in proportion to our producing population 
are greater than bava ever been known. 
To illustrate, California produces one- 
sixth of the wheat eupply of the country. 
W hat is 
her 
agricultural 
population ? 
Take out the cities and towns from our 
aggregate of about S00,000, and the non- 
agricultural class other than these, and we 
have not 125,000 all told. 
But thi3 is a 
topic to be considered properly in distinct­ 
ive treatm ent. 
Mr. Giffen shows that of 
breadstuff's and provisions we export £90,­ 
000,000 annually, at a departure value of 
£9 per head, which represents a value in 
the United Kingdom of Jfill per head— 
that is, the latter is about the consumption 
of agricultural products per head by Great 
Britain. 
W e had, says Mr, Giffen, a cen­ 
tury ago 3 000,000 people, now we have 
50,000,000, and support them and not 
less than 10,000.000 of the people of the 
United Kingdom in addition, and about 
5,009,000 
of other peoples in Earope. 
Including the Canadas and Australia with 
the United States, he finds these new 
countries actually furnish the food supplies 
to 70,000,000 of European population—or 
Dearly one-fourth of the people of Europe. 
If we reflect that this food supply trade is 
in its infancy, the dullest imagination will 
be able to picture a future of bewildering 
possibilities. 
It must be remembered that 
we are dealing with sober statistics, cold 
figures, and th at there is no deceit in them. 
Of course the food supply we draw from 
foreign countries must, in a broad consid­ 
eration of the subject, be taken into ac­ 
count, in order to balance our ledger, but 
it is not necessary to do so at this time. 
The facts stated afford sufficient ground 
for reflection, as to the effect of our food 
output upon the domestic and political 
economy of Europe. 
But, as Mr. Giffen 
points out, the effects upon our own coun­ 
try will not be lees striking. 
In twenty- 
five years we shall probably reach the 
limit of the present ratio of expansion. 
The close settlem ent of onr country, the 
utilization of enr desirable lands, the di­ 
minished sources from which we draw onr 
im m igrant, the limitations we will pat 
upon immigration, the demands of oar own 


augmented population, will tend to di­ 
vert tillers of the soil co other regions oi the 
continent, especially to the 100,000 square 
miles of the British-American provinces. 
But all this is for the future beyond the 
lim it of the two next decades. 
Mr. 
Glffen’s conclusion is that in twenty-five 
years cur rural population will reach its 
lim it; manufacturing will then engage 
greater attentic-n ; the tide of immigration 
being checked aud agriculture here becom­ 
ing less inviting in its rewards, by reason 
of the decrease of the present remarkable 
competition of virgin soils with the agri­ 
culture of the older countries, these latter 
will turn again to their soil as a source of 
profit and home substance. 
T hat this con­ 
clusion is unassailable would be too much 
to say. 
B ut it is forceful and suggestive, 
and, as an English view, is extremely in­ 
teresting. 


THE PART WOMAN IS TAKING IN PUBLIC 
LIFE. 


The intelligent London correspondent of 
the New York Evening Pos! says of the 
woman 
question 
in 
England 
that 
it 
it has passed out of the stage of being 
ridiculed. 
M oB t sensible people there now 
concede that professions and employments 
ought to be opened to women, and their 
opportunities 
for 
university 
education 
greatly enlarged. 
The franchise question, 
however, Btands upon a different footing, 
and creates a greater division of sentiment. 
These statem ents will not be gratifying to 
Dr. Dix and h¡3 adherents. 
In England 
women are more and more taking part in 
public affairs, and the significance of this 
fact will not be lost upon the student of 
the times. 
Women are especially prom­ 
inent in the advocacy of measures that are 
addressed to the kindly sentiments, tl-.e 
humano feelings, the spirit of justice to the 
weaaer sex, and to “ popular emotionB.” 
Thus they take active part in all the liquor 
questions, the license issues, interdiction 
of liquor sales on Sunday and on election 
days, etc.; the grant of the parliamentary 
franchise to woman, 
the admission of 
women to various institutions and occupa­ 
tions, measures for the protection of ani­ 
mals, etc. 
Of all these, the liquor ques­ 
tions are by far the most prominent and 
excite the most active interest. 
W e are 
told that nothing baa exhibited more re­ 
markable advanee in Great Britain than 
the growth of the movement to restrain 
the evils of the liquor traffic. 
T hat this 
growth is manifest in America, though in 
less degree, will scarcely be denied, al­ 
though it has taken here a somewhat 
different form. 
Instead 
of 
restrictive 
measures Bimply, in England the move­ 
ment is in the hands of the teetotalers, 
who demand the right of the rate-payers 
of a district to exercise power over the 
grant of licenses, and these advocates are 
now actually in majority in Parliament, 
and only the precedence of Ministerial 
measures restrains their legislation. 
Here 
the high license movement does not em­ 
anate from the teetotaler element ; it 
rather originates with, and is supported 
by, tho drinking public, the temperance 
radicals either opposing on sentimental 
grounds or giviDg but half-hearted and un­ 
satisfying support. 
Here, too, there is no 
marked prominence, as yet, of women in 
the contest, but th at thoy will soon take 
position on the question is scarcely to be 
doubted, and when they appear it will not 
do for their opponents to hug the delusion 
that they can accomplish nothing. 
In En­ 
gland women have, by this and other 
questions, been drawn into active public 
life, and have accomplished much they 
have 
undertaken. 
For 
instance, they 
bave the advantage of comparative leisure ; 
their talents for conducting a movement 
have been trained and sharpened by expe­ 
rience ; 
they command greater respect 
from opponents than male antagonists; 
they are more bitter in controversy, more 
dogmatic, and, it must be admitted, more 
unfair at times. 
These recitals will com­ 
mand the thought of those who have and 
are giving attention to the natural history 
of mankind and the progress of this age. 
They cannot be said to indicate abnormal 
phenomena ; rather they indicate the en­ 
largement of progressive ideas, the ad­ 
vance of truth, the bond the present gives 
to the future for higher standards and 
greater achievements.

It will profit men to call a halt in the 
hoat of debate now and then, and look 
upon the better side of the greatest agency 
of modern times for the advancement of 
tho race. 
Thi3 is eEsent'ally a newspaper 
ag e; it is the grand era of journalism. 
Those who are not newspaper readers are 
laggards in the daily race, clogs upon the 
heels • of society, over whom the unspar­ 
ing wheels of progress will roll. 
Bat it is 
supposed by the few to be popular to sneer 
at the agency which has supplanted the 
orator and marked the boundaries of the 
forum of the world. 
He is supposed, in 
his own estimation at least, to be the cour­ 
ageous man who can boldly express his 
contempt for newspapers and the laborers 
of the pre83, forgetful th at the liberty he 
enjoys to manifest his contempt is bul­ 
warked by the very agency he affects to 
despise, and that the expression of his dis­ 
like is a tribute to its worth. 
These con­ 
temptuous soul3 testify to its grandeur 
when they belittle the giant that has given 
the death-blow to moral and intellectual 
mcnasticism, and when they seek to dis- 
credic the influence in society of that which 
reflects its every phase, reaches into the 
depths of its thought, enlarges its pleas­ 
ures, rebukes its vices, consecrates its tri­ 
umphs and sows the seed from whioh 
springs the full flower of 
its greatest 
achievements. 
Castclar, 
the 
Spanish 
statesman, the brilliant crator and accom­ 
plished essayist, whose meridional imagin­ 
ation Leal pronounced cne of the moat 
exalted of the century, is the author of one 
of the 8incereet tributes of genius to the 
press. 
This far-seeing and dispassionate 
critic declared that in contemplating the 
newspaper, “ the brain of all hum anity,”

Some of the leading Eastern papers are 
considering nervously the dangers that en­ 
viron young girls, especially in large cities, 
and are seeking for guards with which to 
protect them. 
There is just one, and only 
Gne guard, the home, and even that is use­ 
less unlees within it there is proper admin­ 
istration. 
The home is the only cradle of 
virtue in youth, and its ca3tla of refuge in 
age. 
If the young girls of to-day are ex­ 
posed to greater temptations than ever be­ 
fore, it is becanse the lax discipline at home 
has invited them. 
Society receives its 
standard from the homes of the land, and 
if it encourages late hours, unrestrained 
intercourse of young people, the untimely 
advance of girls iuto fashionable life, or 
sends them out to the low ballroom and 
the revel, for pleasure, the fault is prima­ 
rily in the home. 
If the tone of the home 
is such a3 to diminish the self-respect of 
young girls and impair their purity of 
thought and habit, the result will be their 
moral degradation and physical 
degen 
eracy. 
However humble the home, it 
should he the shield and guard of the 
virtue of tho daughter. 
By example of 
the parents, by firm but loving restraint, 
by lessons of self-rcspect and dignity, by 
pure reading, by the preservation cf the 
atmosphere of the home from the taint of 
vulgarity and coarseness, by the cultiva­ 
tion of the sentiments of delicacy the girl 
will be armed against all 
temptations. 
Tho parents who permit their daughters to 


Bee that their society is a burden to them, 
and that their chief aim is to be rid of them 
by marrying them off, and that they are 
not a solace and a pleasure to them, must 
expect their daughters to despise home and 
seek abroad the sympathy that they have not 
where they should find it. 
If tho Eastern 
press believes it has a mission íh this m at­ 
ter of protecting the young from the com­ 
mon dangers of the day, let it cease to 
search for safeguards outside the home cir­ 
cle and devote its best energies to awaken- 
ening parents to the fact that the only 
remedy for the evils complained of is in 
their hands. 
Let the popular education 
piomoted by the press itself be of a purer 
character ; let it send into the home cleaner 
pages ; let its labors be directed to awak­ 
ening parents who need to be roused to 
tho fact that ail purity, modesty, courage 
and devotion, all gentleness, honeety arid 
womanly virtue, must originate in and be 
the outgrowth of the homes of tho land, 
on which the superstructure of the nation 
is planted, and by which its character, ad­ 
vancement and stability must be deter­ 
mined. 


CHINESE 
INVASION 
OF 
HAWAII. 


The Honolulu Advertiser considers at 
length the immigration of Chinese to the 
Hawaiian kingdom. 
It says it is no ran­ 
dom immigration of restless hordes, but 
the natural flow of labor toward the place 
where employment awaits it. 
But until 
the country is so settled that the planta­ 
tions can draw their supply of labor from 
a resident population of its own, the in­ 
flux of Chinese must be checked with a 
strong hand. 
I t declares that the people 
of Hawaii cannot afford to be led away by 
the theorists who hold that all men have 
the 
right 
to 
enter 
the 
land. 
The 
objections to the Chinese outweigh all sen­ 
timental doctrines and all that can be said 
in favor of their immigration. 
Those who 
came without warning of the hostile feel­ 
ings with which they would be received, 
it announces, shall have consideration and 
not be turned back. 
But as to coolies un­ 
accompanied by women, who attem pt to 
come in after ihe warning given by the 
Government, there should be no mercy 
shown. 
The Government will not, it be­ 
lieves, stop short at a mere warning, bat 
vs ill peremptorily stay the objectionable 
invasion. 
That this is a m atter of self­ 
preservation on the part of the Hawaiiana 
cannot be doubted, for with unrestricted 
immigration the Chinese will cot be long 
in completely dominating the islands. 


THE 
VATICAN 
AND 
IRELAND. 


Considerable indignation is manifested 
by the Irish Nationalists at the interference 
of the Pope in Irish affairs and the effort 
to withdraw the priests from active labors 
in behalf of Irish nationality, and from aid­ 
ing the Land League. 
O’Donnel, M. P., 
is reported as saying that tho Pope’s circu­ 
lar evidences the fact that the Vatican has 
been misled “ by a species of mendacity 
which has availed itself cf the monstrous 
ignorance of Irish affairs prevailing at 
Rome.” 
This is in one respect true. 
Rome seldom distinguishes herself by the 
amount of knowledge of whioh the V ati­ 
can Councils are possessed regarding mod­ 
ern political 
events 
and 
movements. 
O'Donnel should not be surprised at the 
manifestation of which he now so bitterly 
complains. 
B at the possible good to grow 
out of this affair is to be found in the new 
spirit manifest among the adherents of the 
church to sharply .draw the line between 
spiritual and temporal authority. 
This is 
to bo said in bebalf of the Pope, however, 
he prefers order and the recognition of 
lawful authority to violence. 


San Frajtcisco is nothing if not,sensational. Her 
press, eren if Inclined to devote its energies to great 
practical movements to advance the interests cf the 
whole State, is not given time becanse of the con­ 
stant attention demanded by local scandals. Just 
now it is stirred to the depths by the alleged rascal­ 
ity of a Deputy Coroner, who is said to have been a 
sort cf jury broker. This and kindred subjects 
form the text} for its chief essays. Sensation of 
some sort is on top in the Bay City, and the press 
plies its muck rake vigorously. 


As effort is being made on the part of the opposi­ 
tion to impress the public with the idea that the 
battle of 18S0 within the Republican party is to be 
renewed. There is no such disposition. There is 
no cause for it, and the efforts of the enemy to bnng 
it about will be f.-uitlcss.

These letters would bo a remunerative 
study to a realist novel-writer. 
They are all 
written after the Carlyles went to live at 
Cholee», Mr. Freuds stating in his preface 
that Mrs. Carlyle’s previous history had 
already been told in the Reminiscrncas, to 
which previously published work be refers 
the interested reader. 
Tno present volumes 
are the record, in the unrestrained and con­ 
vincing language of everyday, of th6outward 
and inward life of a highly organized, im­ 
pulsive, brilliant and loving woman. That 
just such a nature does not find the world b 
oower of roses is not to be wondered at, but 
the majority : f tho letters display also a 
capacity—indicated by the arch expression of 
the 
pretty 
fsca 
which 
makes 
the 
frontispiece—for seeing the humorous'side of 
disagreeable things and tiresome pe pie, a 
sense of the laughs in things whi!h exiat as 
surely aa tho tears of Virgil’s phrase. 
Ac­ 
companying the letters, and almost a3 inter­ 
esting, is a tunning comment by Carlyle, 
always tender, sometimes passionately re­ 
morseful, sometimes in mere explanation of 
the jokes and by-words of which her letters 
to himself are fulh There are glimpses of 
the admirable character of Geraldine Jews- 
bury, the newspaper writer and novelist, for 
many years Mrs. Carlyle’s closest friend. 
Her account—given in a letter to Froude—of 
Carlyle’s devotion to Lady Ashbnrton, which 
embittered many years ot Mrs. Carlyle’s life, 
is written with judicial calmness and re­ 
straint, vet full of loving lryafly to her 
friend. There is a persistent effort made by 
writers on the Carlyle domesticity to prove 
that Mrs. Carlyle w»3 very unhappy, and in­ 
deed constant ill-health made all suffering 
harder fcr her to bear ; but a phrase in ore of 
her letters to Carlyle ia at least significant:

This is the Eixth of the American States­ 
men series, and the second by the editor of 
the series. 
The strictly biographical part of 
Jefferson’s life is very briefly treated in the 
first chapter—his parentage, birth, early love, 
early studies snd marriage being all com­ 
prised in a few pages. 
Jefferson’s claims to 
being a devoted etudent in boyhood, Mr. 
Morse gently langha at, as a worldly uncle 
might over similar professions from hia 
nephew. Where the interesting political era 
is sketched when the new nation of America 
wa3 beginning to teke shape, the editor never 
attempts to make of Jefferson a towering or 
stupendous figure, though all the specific acts 
cf hia life are clearly eet forth.

There is a clear account of Jtffer- 
son’s periled animosity against Alexander 
Hamilton, who war Secretary cf the Treas­ 
ury wbile he (Jefferson) was Secretary of 
State, and tho latters ignorance of the 
principles of political economy is made to 
appear in its EÍngular light. _Mr. Morse has 
a clear, caustic way of putting things, and 
a detestation of mere phrases, in which Jef­ 
ferson, for a man who could count so many 
monumental deeds of statesmanship, was re­ 
markable pr Tifie. The first troubled 6tir- 
ringB of the slavery question, making them­ 
selves felt even before the revolution, are 
excellently iciicated, giving the spirit of 
those limes ucob cured by the known event. 
It is duly aoiod that John Adams died on 
the same day as Jefferson, and that the dry 
was the 4 th of July, 1S26.

STATEMENT OF P. B. BECKLEY. 


In their report the Grand Jury quoted Sec­ 
tion 3 of an Act in the Statutes of 1871 and 
1872, relative to the President of Boards of 
Supervisors, viz : “ Ia addition to the fees al­ 
lowed by law, the Board of Supervisors are 
hereby suihorized to allow to the President of 
the Board a compensation not exceeding $5 
lor each day necessarily employed when said 
Board ia not in seesion ; provided, however, 
that said per diem shall not exceed $’25 in 
any one month.” They claim that under 
o v e r of tbia provision the President has been 
allowed $25 per month i i addition to his sal­ 
ary, without any showing of how he was ac- 
tualiy engaged. Tc© President of tüo ooara 
is neccsjarily employed even 
more each 
month than the five days referred to la the 
section. I t is a well known fact th¿t all t^e 
members of tha Board of Supervisors, with 
the exception of the President, are members 
of theFinauce Committee. They were advised 
upon what v/aathe prop8r consti action of the 
section referred to, and it was their duty to 
pass upon all the demands re»erred to, by 
this law-construicg Grand Jury. 
I asked 
for no more than was ir.y legcl due, and the 
Board w a s fully awsre of the justness and 
lagalUy of my claim», and contequeutly they 
ware allowed. 
Furthermore, all of my pre­ 
decessors had received as President cf the 
B .ard the aame salary. 
During the time I 
served in the Board Messrs H arry Seymour, 
Daniel Mason, L. Eikns, S. B. Moore, Dan­ 
iel Brown and J. W . Wilson served aa Pres­ 
ident. They pat iu their demands for the 
same salary, iu tho same manner as I did, 
and it was" paid them, and who will say that 
these gentlemen are, cr wore, not good citi­ 
zens and “ honorable men?” They thought 
it right, proper, and in eccordsnce with law 
to put in their demands for this amount, and 
that riiht has never been questioned until 
this “ Four Months ” Grand Jury tcok upon 
themselves judicial robes and interpre’ed tho 
laws la they have never been before inter­ 
preted. 
I t has nevsr been asked, r- qolred, 
or even thouzht necessary, that the President 
of the Board should itemize his demand tor 
his monthly salary cf $125 any mere than the 
members of the Board m ike an itemized 
demand for their monthly salary of $100. 
They charge that Beckiey 1 ought $75 worth 
of lumber from the county and did not pay 
for it until eome time afterwards. 
I woffid 
not answer Bnch a trifl : g charge were it iftt 
for the purpose of showi: g to ihe public the 
animns of some of the members of tha late 
Grand Jury, and which, ii I had more Bpace 
at my command, I could rncra lully show. 
They have tried by this to show that there 
waa in thi-i sale of lumber an attempt to com­ 
mit a fraud or swindle the county. 
Tho Mc­ 
Manus brick building, out of which the lum­ 
ber referred to came, was r-dvert'sad to be 
sold to t: e highest bids v . Tt was fe- re I that the 
highest bidder (H. S. Beal?) wcuid cot gee it 
off the lot iu time to c .mmence the construc­ 
tion of the Hall cf Record?, and the Board 
concluded not to soil, and put ths choir,-gang 
to work tearing it down. Baals’ bid for the 
building wa3 $287. Tho county used brick 
enough to build the wall on the Hall of 
Records lot and sold tbe remainder to Mr. 
Henley for $382 50, and the $75 they re­ 
ceived for tho lumber makes $457 50, showing 
a clear gain to the couoty by this action of 
the Board in rt faring to sell to the highest 
bidder, $170 50. Toe lumber wag variously 
estimated to be worth from $50 to $100, and 
I told the Board if they could do no better 1 
would give thsrn S73 for it. 
The entire 
Board agreed it was a goad bargain and 
accepted the offer. 
I can furnish abundance 
of evidence that tha lumber was worth no 
more. 
Another charge is that claims were allowed 
by the Beard that were not itemized, in di­ 
rect violation of the law. I t is the duty of 
the Finance Committee to examine into the 
legality of every claim, itemiz:d or not. 
They have full power to allow or reject. I 
presuoie they did this on each and every de­ 
mand. 
I am confident that no demand was 
ever allowed by them that they aid not know 
iu fact, did not have positive evidence of its 
correctness. 
This Grand Jury repsatcdly asserts that 
the Beard allowed so many “ illegal claims,” 
and yet they, nor their experts, have not sin­ 
gled out odb of ¿te many referred to, which 
they can prove w.»3 illeg.»!, or for which the 
county cf Sacramento bes not had value re­ 
ceived. 
They refer to the claim allowed J. 
F. Dreman, for the cxpsrses of the trip down 
the Sacramento river. The expense referred 
to was incurred as follows : The Board 
of 
Supervisors 
Earned 
that 
the 
fljod 
had 
destroyed 
tha 
levels 
and 
roads along the river below the city, render­ 
ing them wholly impnsruble, even to citizens 
on horsebac1--. I t will be remembered that 
there wer9 large washouts on nearly every 
farm, and the destruclic-D of property by the 
ravages oí the flood bad decreased the value 
of property iu that section many thousands 
of dollars. The Board, under the existing 
circumstances, not only considered it their 
right, but a duty, to go and see what could 
be done, and Bee especially the amount of 
damage done to property, for taxable pur­ 
poses, the time of making the assessment be­ 
ing near at hand. The Board procured from 
Governor Perkins a small Bteamer, free of 
charge, and went down the river almost to 
Isleton, and were gene two days. 
YVe 
were accompanied by Ganersl J. F. Sheehan, 
R. J. Merkiey, County Assessor Houston, 
County Clerk Bark, y and quite a number of 
others, 
i t wa3 for the actual expenses of 
that unpleasant trip 
that 
tho Board is 
charged with an illegal bi»I of $107 50. Any 
of the gentlemen mentioned who accrm- 
panied the Board can teatify as to whether it 
waj a burincB! trip or » picnic, or whether 
this demand of $107 59 is one of which the 
Board need fea! aebauied. 
Ia regard to the Board repairing bridges 
without advaiti-it g : The Board visited what 
is known as H ick/ bridges (alluded to by 
Grand .Inrv) ; found it was absolutely neces­ 
sary that tney shiuid be repaired and put in 
good order. Toe K ad Committee was au­ 
thorized to have an investigation made as to 
the probable cost, and Messrs. Carls & Croly 
went with the Chairman cf tho committee 
aud made a thorough examination of all the 
bridges (seven in number), after which they 
reported, to tho Board that a portion of the 
lumber could be used in their reconstruction, 
but were unable to determine how much. 
In 
view of tbe above the Board determined to 
employ parties whom they knew to be pei- 
fectly responsible to put tha bridges in good 
repair, thereby getting a more durable job 
dor.e than they could bave by advertising. 
I 
believe now, as I did then, from tbe thorough 
manner in which the repairs were made, that 
wa acted for the beat interest of the county. 
The abov-o statement will apdy to the Mc­ 
Cabe bridge, aLo the bridges cn the Lagoon, 
repaired by Mr. Sawyer. 
(3eo report of the 
Grand Ju ry ) I herewith append tho letter 
addressed by him to the Board in relation to 
that work :

Mr. Bcckley—Dear Sir : 1 have been over to the 
Lagoon bridges and examined them. I H id that two 
ot them want planking new, as the old ones are 
nearly worn through.

Hotly-Contested Races—Foul Driving — 
Drivers Changed bv the Judges. 
The track at Agricultural Park yesterday 
was in excellent condition. At 2 o’clock 
there was a slight breeze from the north, and 
it had the appearance of going to be a very 
pleasant afternoon. About 3 o’clock, how­ 
ever, a brisk north wind sprang up, atd for 
nearly an hour the ait at times was com­ 
pletely filled with dust. At an early hour 
one of the largest assemblages of the week 
was present, and the pool-box was doing a 
good business at 1 o’clock. 
The first race called was a trot for the 
three minute class, with the following en 
tries : J. W. Cox named Mack. Wm. Mur­ 
ray, Danger ; Count Valenrin, Fawn ; and 
John Mackey, Zola. The horses were placed 
in the order named. After several attempts 
they were started, with Fawn and Mack 
slightly in the lead. Mack led around 
tha turn, and the other horses were 
strung out several lengths apart, in 
the following order : Fawn, Zala and Danger. 
On the homestietch Fawn came np and 
passed Mack, and led by about three lengths. 
Within a short distance of the score Fawn 
broke badly and won the heat only by a neck. 
Count V alen sin, the owner cf Fawn, him­ 
self drove. When they returned to the score 
tha driver eDtered a protest of foul driving 
on the part of the Count. The judges, after 
about fifteen minutes’ deliberation, decided 
that Mack won the heat, and placed Fawn 
fourth for foul driving, Danger second, Zula 
third. Time, 2:37. Pools now sold: Fawn 
§20, field §8. The horses started for the sec­ 
ond heat on the third trial very evenly. 
Mack ltd on tho first turn. Zaia and Danger 
both broke soon after leaving the score. At 
the quarter-pols Fawn passed Danger and 
Zuia and took the second position. Fawn 
was rapidly gaining on Alack at the 
half-mile pole, when she broke badly 
and fell to third place. 
From the 
three-quarter pole Mack bad the race 
well io baud, and took the heat íd a jog, 
Fawn second, Danger third, Zuia fourth. 
Time, 2:42. Poo's now took a decided tum­ 
ble, tne firid selling for §25 and Fawn §20. 
The buyers of pools on Fawn protested 
against the Count driving-his mars for the 
next beat, and asked the judges to take him 
down and put up another driver. The Count 
was called to the etacd, and stated that he 
was driving to win, claimed that those buy­ 
ing pools on his mare were cware at the time 
that he was going to drive, said he would not 
allow any one else to mount his sulky, and 
denied the right of the judges to take him 
down. The judges allowed him to continue 
driving. 
The horses were tapped off for the third 
heat on the third trial. Danger and Zuia be­ 
haved badly and fell far in the rear on tho 
first turn, while Fawn led Mack by several 
lengths. Fawn kept well in advance around 
the entire course, and apparently had the 
race well in hand from tho score, aDd won the 
heat in a jog in 2:37, Mack second, Danger 
third, Zula distanced. Pools after this heat 
were again reversed, Fawn selling for §20, 
field 7. 
On the start for the fourth beat all of the 
horses crossed the ecore abreast. Fawn led 
on the first turn, Mack close up, and Danger 
a good third. Mack broke at the quarter, 
and Danger took the second position. Fawn 
won by a length, Danger second, Mack third. 
Time, 2:39. 
, 
On the fifth heat the horses had a very even 
send off. Fawn led from the score, closely 
followed by Danger. The latter broke badly 
on the first turn, and was passed by Mack. 
This position was maintained until near the 
half-mile pole, when the mare broke and was 
passed by Mack, who led around the upper 
turn by several lengths. Tho mare rapidly 
gained on Alack, caught up at the three- 
quarter pole, and won easily by several 
lengths, Mack second, Danger third. Time, 
2:41.

WOMEN VERSUS MEN. 
Miss Mary Wolfe, formerly a resident of 
this city, and well known in Sacramento so­ 
ciety a few years since, has recently com­ 
pleted her medical studies in the Pnlte Med­ 
ical College at Cincinnati. Some two years 
ago, upon an examination then held at the 
college, Mi fa Wolfe very highly distinguished 
herself by her prompt, correct and unusually 
explicit answers to a very large number of 
diffioult questions relating to the medical sci­ 
ence. At the recent examination for promo­ 
tion she made good her previous bright prem­ 
ise of high merit, and also met with an 
interesting experience with a cranky Profee- 
sor which shows h6r metal, as well as profi­ 
ciency in her chosen calling, and which is 
told in the columns of the Cincinnati Satur­ 
day Night, as follows: 
We noticed in onr issue of the 10th of 
March the success of Mary Wolfe, daughter 
of Dr. N. B. Wolte, of this city, who received 
two gold medals from Pulte Medical College 
for her examination papers in physiology, 
histology and materia medica, besides receiv­ 
ing the first honorable mention in contesting 
for the Faculty medal. Of curse papers of 
such rare merit, written in the presence of 
the different Professors and under t e it condi­ 
tions, wera vaiuahle to Mies Wolfe, as .show­ 
ing that when she received her degree of Doc­ 
tor of Medicine her diploma meant merit as 
well as form. At her final examinations for 
graduation she requested the different Profes­ 
sors in the college, after they hid inspected 
her papers and rated her qualifications for 
graduation, to please return them, as 
they had a bueine;» value to her. With this 
request all the Professors in the College whom 
she personally asked complied, excepting D. 
W. Hartshorn. This man filled the clmr cf 
surgery. Miss Wolfe’s paper in this chair, 
it is said, was remarkable for the surgical 
knowledge it diíplayed. After college com­ 
mencement she called at Hartshorn’s office 
nnd asked for her paper. He got it cut of 
his desk and let her seo it, bat would not al­ 
low her to taka it until after he had attended 
faculty meeting. “ But,” he said, “ you 
shall have the paper, or a copy of it,” He 
told her then when to call for it, and she did. 
He then declined either to let her have her 
original pap’r or even a copy of it. Mita 
Wolfe then demanded it through an attorney, 
or to have an explanation why it was de­ 
tuned. Hartshorn said he had no explana­ 
tion to make, and that he had put the paper 
io tha firs. On learning this Miss Wolfe 
eced Hartshorn for damages, and the case 
waa tried on Wednesday last before Judge 
Marchant. After hearing the testimony and 
the attorneys’ statements on both sides, judg­ 
ment was given in favor of Miss Wolfe for 
§300.

T h e F olsom M obdebed M an.—The man 
murdered last week in New York Ravine, 
above Folsom, has not been identified. He 
is described as having been about five feet 
six inches high ; hair dark brown, full beard, 
sprinkled with gray; blue eyes, a very prom­ 
inent Roman nose, and high cheek-bones ; 
weight about 140 pounds; supposed to be 
about 45 years of sg», and waB very slow of 
speech; thought to be a German or Swede. 
He was clothed in two woolen overshirts, a 
sir of blue pints, a pair cf boots with soles 
adly worn, a pair of white cotton drawers 
and Bocks. He is supposed to have gone 
from Sacramento to Placerville the wet-k 
before, packing his blankets, a gun and sup­ 
plies on a horse. His horse is described as a 
dark bsy mare, with large star in the fore­ 
head, both hied feet white, white saddle 
marks, and Spanish brand on left hip. His 
outfit, in part, consisted of a buffalo robe, 
cloak or cape with arm-holes and one leather 
button at the top, a pair of brown blanket», 
a light-colored patch quilt, heavy brown 
duck coat and overalls. The saddle was an 
old California one, bad’y used up, with bow 
stirrups and a hole cut in the back part cf 
the seat. The gun waa a double barreled 
shot-gun, with the thumb-piece of the right 
hammer broken off, a horse shoe nail in 
place of the pin to fasten the stock to the 
barrel; a borse-3hoe nail in place of the 
screw in the end of the breich-pin. The 
stock was split back of the locks.

"THE m 8 E E lL i!-T H E F.TEUHSTING tHBEEtLA !” 


N ew Y o r k, May 12, 1883. 
Among the most remarkable and the most amusing of the 
entertainments to which New York has been treated of late years, 
waa the monologue of London Life, by MUs Kate Field, in which 
salient features of the English metropolis were depicted—an 
undertaking which brought into exercise no small amount of 
nerve and audacity. Among other notable accessories to the com­ 
fort of the Londoner, she both said and sung “ the Umbrella— 
the Everlasting Umbrella.” Whether from London adoption or 
otherwise, the umbrella has grown to be much more than a need­ 
ful ehelter from rain of the Eoglish climate, or the sun of that of 
France. It is now an artistic production, tho American manufact­ 
urer improving on that of Paris, and making it a thing of beauty. 
The eun-nmbrelia, or the parasol of the present, inclines to 
be large, giving the effect of a substantial shelter rather than a 
mere toy. The models regarded as the most elegant are covered 
with Spanish piece lace, bordered with wide edging lace attached 
by applique. This lace, usually seen in black, white and ecru, 
comes also in fancy colors, and the covering is always of the 
same color as the silk of which tbs parasol is objectively made. 
A late practical idea places the lining, which is generally of 
white or of some strongly-contrasting color, under the ribs 
which distend the sunshade ; though notably in “ The Eclat,” 
a dainty carriage parasol, the tilk lining is placed exterior to the 
frame. “ The Eclat,” in some models, is an exceedingly tasteful 
creation. We have been shown specimens in silk, in white, ecru, 
black, and dolicate fancy colors, enriched with a garland of em­ 
broidery of flora! design, and bordered with a flounce of Spanish 
guipure lace, headed by a ruche of the silk, fringed out or pinked 
out on each edge ; or on one gore only there is an embroidered 
bouquet—a large rosette, formed of loops and forked eads of nar­ 
row velvet and satin ribbons, or perhaps a stuffed paroquet or 
other bird of brilliant plumage. The frame of “ The Eclat” has 
twelve ribs instead of the usual eight of tho parasol, and opens 
into the flatter shape of the Japanese Bunsuado. 
Bat it is in the stick upon which mounted, and used in the 
material that forms the cover of the sucshade, that the artistic 
work chiefly appears. The stick is generally of hard wood, and 
while in the coaching umbrella, with the natural knot forming a 
handle known as “ the policeman’s club,” in some models it pre­ 
sents the most unique and elaborate carving. A style of eun um­ 
brella called “ the English ” has the walking cane handle, the top 
running up into the carved head of a stork, a dog or a serpent, 
with the bottom tipped with a ferule of polished atcel, nickel, 
brass or silver, and to this stick the umbrella is attached by 
springs, and can be disengaged at pleasure, leaving the walking 
cane for its more legitimate use. Red silk of the Russia leather 
tint, and Havana-brown silk, mounted on carved wood sticks of 
the same color, are regarded as peculiarly stylish, in the unlined 
sun umbrellas for genera! service ; and satin brocade in ground of 
terra cetta color, with design in crushed strawberry color and 
shrimp pink, íb a favorite material in more showy parasols. There 
seems to be no consideration for the costume in the color selected 
iu the sunshade, 
RUBE COSTI MES. 
In our last letter we alluded somewhat passingly to the Sum­ 
mer costumes that were in process of making. W ithin a week 
there have been brought out exquisite robings of the nun’s veiling 
and albatross cloth, bordered in the manufacture with Oriental 
lace. These, with the material for the skirt, have lace-cdged 
strips for flounces, but more frequently the robe pattern is only 
for the ekirt drapery and the waist, understanding a skirt of the 
plain woolen muslin, or of faille. And that robe costumes are 
again to be conspicuous in the toilettes of faahionable summer 
resorts, we have but to cite the fresh importations of sateenB, the 
surface being sprigged with rose-buds or other small flowers, with 
bordering in a rich and dense garland to correspond. Of the 
dresses to go out from the hands of one of our most reliable 
modistes to one of our most fashionable belles, are two in sateen 
robing, one in ground of shrimp-pink with rose-buds and garland 
bordering in turquoise-blue, with leaves in wood-shades ; and the 
other in ground of pale salmon color, in a design of tulips in 
nature's colorings. The skirt trimmed with a single deep flounce 
or with several flounces surmounted by drapery a la tunigue, sup­ 
plemented by a bisque wa¡3t, is the accepted style for making. 
Varying the batiste in lace designs, referred to last week, we have 
had our attention called to batiste in the open-work compass pat­ 
terns of Scotch embroidery. Costumes of these materials are 
made up over faille or glace silk in del blue, rose pink, liiac and 
other delicate colors, and are trimmed with ecru, Spanish guipure, 
or other of the substantial novelty laces that will bear washing, 
and are garnished with colored ribbons. The disposition to make 
up the batietes over brown is again noticeable, with brown ribbon 
in reserve for garnishing. As has been the case for the last sev­ 
eral seasons, we notice special consideration for costumes of the 
waehable fabrics, as intermediate, in the minds of dreesmakere, 
between the heaviest stuffs worn in middle spring 3nd the grena­ 
dines and other more expensive materials designed for summer, 
though wo have had hints in regard to handsome dresses which 
will find airing at Newport and Saratoga, and in our next letter 
we will take occasion to describe carefully some imported models 
of which we have had a glimpse, substantially of soft satm, made 
up in combination with Russian lace and garnished with jets. 
And a word then on this and that.

THE FUTURE OF ORATORIO. 
D r. Leopold Damroscb, th e accomplished 
and w idely-know n m usician and impres- 
sario, has been placed a t the head of the 
directory of our Oratorio Association. The 
society now num bers 450 members, and ie 
preparing for th e future w ith aa earnest­ 
ness th a t gives us promise, early in the 
fall, for some of th e rarest exam ples of 
sacred concerted music.

front w ith th e best of th e world, and vin­ 
dicate Am erica against th e aspersion th a t 
she cannot produce oratorios w ith any de­ 
gree of approach to th e European models. 


LEGISLATIVE MEASURES— WATER, 
Our Legislature has given us an “ am end 
ed ” excise law th a t is worse, in all re 
spects, th an th a t it displaced or amended 
and is th e liquor m en’s trium ph. 
Still it 
is b etter th an none at all. 
New Y ork has 
for a qu arter of a century been in favor of 
some restrictive m easures and of high 
license charges for liquor selling—a ques­ 
tion, I observe, th a t ie agitating th e good 
people of California ju st now. 
I m ust ex ­ 
press the hope in your behalf th a t you will 
follow the exam ple of m any of our E astern 
cities aa to “ high license.” 
W herever it 
has been tried on this side of the continent 
it has been an unquestioned success. 
One 
other subject touched by th e L egislature 
was of leading im portance to our people, 
and th a t was relative to onr aqnedcct. 
N ew Y ork city dem anded an extra, or sev­ 
enth, Commissioner on th e Board of Con­ 
trol, b u t the D em ocratic m ajority refused 
it to us. 
I t was of m ighty im portance to 
us, be it hnowD, for upon the control of 
the A queduct Commission depends the 
adm inistration of our w ater supply. 
The 
extra Commissioner would give our "w orks” 
safeguards they have not now. 
B ut we 
have been defeated. 
Our Cooper Union 
mass m eeting has been snubbed, and the 
hand of the politician has fashioned the 
whole scheme of onr w ater system , while 
“ jo b ” is w ritten all over it. 
Toe new

The present soasen I have over­ 
come them , and m y roses are blooming 
and the foliage beautiful and vigorous. 
This was effected in th e following m anner, 
by the use of w hat shepherds know as 
Bheep dip : A five-csnt paper of chewing 
tobacco was steeped in one quart of hot 
w ater and a teaspoonful of flour of sulphui 
was added. 
A fter tw enty-four hours of 
steeping and 
shaking, the liquor was 
strained into a q u art jar and k ept in the 
fiower-stand. 
A rath er stiff, small paint 
brush was dipped in the liquid, and the 
yonng shoots and other part3 of the plants 
were brushed 
’th it, rem oving th e lice 
from the brush by dipping it in a tin cup of 
hot w ater. 
By going over the plants three 
tim es in about three weeks they were com 
pletely freed from the pests, and I have seen 
none since.

The flow of w ater from th e Sutro tunnel 
is over 1,000.000 gallons, in tw enty-fonr 
hours, more th an it was a w eek ago. 
The retre at of vegetation from the polar 
regions is attrib u ted by R ey de M orando 
to the gradual decrease of th e diam eter of 
the sun. 
H e thinks th at th e greater cen 
te r of our system was once large enough to 
send its rays a t the same tim e over both 
poles. 
A Germ an journal says th a t a w atch, 
w ith the case open, laid in a vessel and 
covered w ith benzine for about three hoars, 
going meanwhile, will be perfectly cleaned 
after th at tim e. 
The vessel should be cov­ 
ered w ith parchm ent paper, and before re­ 
moving th e w atch should be lightly agi­ 
tated. 
A fterw ards, the w atch should be 
laid again in benzine, to which a little p e­ 
troleum oil has been added, to oil the 
works. 
According to N ordenskjold, the anrora 
borealis is a perm anent n atu ral phenome­ 
non in the polar regions. 
I t appears every 
night, and alw ays in the same part of the 
sky. 
The center of the aurora is a little to 
the north of the m agnetic pole, in a plane 
perpendicular to the polar axis.

OATH OR AFFIRMATION-CIVJL LIBERTY 
AND RELIGIOUS TOLERANCE. 


The Masterly Eloquence of Gladstone— 
The Speech on the Affirmation Bill 
In the House of Commons.

1 There is not a cuspidor in the whole of 
Ho rse of Commons, or in any of the 
sis of England,” says Joseph Cook, 


Below we give the concluding portion of 
the masterly speech of Gladstone, deliv­ 
ered a few days ago in the English House 
of Commons in favor of the affirmation 
bill, by which Mr. Bradlaugh, who bad 
refaeed to take the nsnal oath, might have 
affirmed and have taken bis seat in Par­ 
liament. 
Mr. Gladstone said : 
I am convinced that on every religiouB 
ground, as well as every political ground, 
the true and the wise coarse is not to deal 
out religious liberty by halves, quarters 
and fractions, but to deal it out entire, and 
make no distinctions between man and 
man, on the ground of religious difference, 
from one end of the land to the other. 
[Cheers.] But I go a little farther in en­ 
deavoring to probe this contention, which 
has been so well put forward by honorable 
gentlemen opposite, and I want to know, 
is your religious distinction a real distinc­ 
tion r.t all? I will, for the sake of argu­ 
ment, go with yon on this dangerous 
ground of splitting theology into slices, 
and I ask you where you will draw the line. 


y o u d r a w y o u r u s e 
A t tho point v.hjre the abstract denial of 
God is severed from the abstract admission 
of the Deity. 
My proposition is tiiat your 
line thus drawn is worthless, and that 
much on this side of the line is as objec­ 
tionable as the atheism on the other. 
If 
you call upon me to make distinctions, let 
them at least be rational; I do not say let 
them bo Christian distinctions, but let 
them be rational. 
I can understand one 
rational distinction, that you would frame 
the oath in such a way as to recognize aud 
indicate not only the existence of the Deity, 
but man’s responsibility to the Deity ; but 
is th at your present rule ? No ; you know 
very well that from ancient times there 
have been sects and classes that have ad­ 
mitted in the abstract as free’y as Chris­ 
tians the existence of the Deity, but have 
held that of practical relations between 
Him and man there can be none. 
Honor­ 
able members will recollect the majestic 
lines— 
Omnis enim per so Divom natura necesse es’. 
Immortali asvo summa cum pace fruatur, 
Sejuncta a nostris rebus, semotaque longe. 
Nam private dolore omni, privata periclis, 
Ipsa suis Iu!lens opibus, uilul iudiga nostri, 
Nec beue promeritis capitur, nec tangitur ira. 


VOLTAIRE. 
The sects I have mentioned hold, as did 
the w riter of these lines, the existence of 
the Deity, bnt in modes and in places 
where He can have no concern with man­ 
kind. 
I do not hesitate to say that the 
specific evil, the specific form of irreligión, 
with which in the educated world of the 
country you have to contend, is not blank 
atheism. 
That is a rare opinion very sel­ 
dom met with ; but what is frequently met 
with, is the varying form of opinion that 
would teach us that whatever may be be­ 
yond the viaib'o things of this world, you 
can know nothing of it, and th at it is a 
bootless undertaking to attem pt to estab­ 
lish relations with it. 
That is the mischief 
of the age, and that mischief you do net 
attem pt to touch. 
[Cheers.] 
W hat 
is 
more, you glory in the Btate of the law 
that now prevails ; you wish to tolerate all 
differences of religion ; you wish to allow 
every one to enter into your chamber who 
admits 


THE EXISTENCE OF THE DEITY. 
You would 
seek 
to 
admit 
Voltaire. 
[ “ H ear.”] That is a specimen of your 
toleration. Voltaire was not a taciturn foe 
of Caristianity. He was the author of that 
painful phrase, which goes to the heart of 
every Christian, ecraser Vinfame. [“ Hear, 
hear 1 ”] And that is the state of the law 
from which you aro working up the country 
[cheers and counter cheers], to strengthen 
in the minds of the people the false notion 
that you have got a real test, a real safe­ 
guard ; that Christianity is still safe, with 
certain unavoidable exceptions, under a 
protecting ¡ejis within the walls of this 
chamber, and for that yon excite a great 
religions war. 
I bold th at this contention 
of our opponents is disparaging to religion 
[cheers], it is idle, it is irrational. 
For if 
you are to have a religious test at all, a 
test of theism, it onght to be a test of a 
well-ascertained theism, not a mere abstract 
idea dwelling in the air and theciouds, but 
a practical recognition of divine govern­ 
ment aud power to which we are to ac­ 
count for every thought we conceive, for 
every word vie utter. 
, 
FORM OF OATHS. 
I contend with my whole heart and soul 
that the interests of religion as well as the 
interests of civil liberty are concerned in 
the passage of this bill. 
[Cheers.] 
My 
reason for saying th at may be given in a 
very few words. 
If I were asked to put a 
construction upon this oath I should prob­ 
ably give it a higher meaning than most 
gentlemen opposite. 
I t is my opinion that 
the oath has in it a very large flavor of 
Christianity. 
I am well aware th at the 
doctrine of my honorable and learned 
triend, the Attorney-General, is, as I be­ 
lieve, th at there are other forms of positive 
attestation, acsordiDgto other ceremonies of 
religion, that may enable tbe oath to be 
taken by the removal of the words “ so 
help me God,” and the substitution of 
other words or some other symbolical act 
involving the notion of the Deity and re­ 
sponsibility to the Deity. 
But, remember, 
tbe oath does not consist of spoken words 
alone. 
Tbe spoken words are accompanied 
by a corroborative act, which is kissing the 
book, th at according to the intention of the 
Legislature ought to import the accept­ 
ance of 
THE DIVINE REVELATION. 
There have been other forms in other 
countries. 
I do not know whether there 
is still in Scotland tho form cf holding 
up the hand. 
(Hear, hear !) 
In Spain, I 
believe, the form is th at of kissing the 
croes ; in Italy, that of laying tbe hand 
upon the Gospel. 
But in this, according 
to the original intention, there is some­ 
thing which involves the acceptance of 
Christianity. 
Y'ou do not mean that the 
law is or can be applied in this sense. 
A law of this kind is like a coin spick 
and span new from tho mint, carrying 
with it those edges and characteristics 
with which we are all familiar. 
But it 
wears down in passing from hand to 
hand, and though there is a residuum yet 
its distinguishing features disappear. 
So 
it is with tbe oath. 
As to the original in­ 
tention of the oath there is very little dif­ 
ference of opinion. 
B at what has it be­ 
come? It has become a theistic test. 
It 
does, as I think, involve a reference to 
Christianity in the conscience of some gen­ 
tlemen in tbe other House of Parliament, 
aud in this also. 
But undoubtedly it is not 
good for any of us to force this test so 
fhvorcd, or even not so flavored, upon men 
who cannot take it with a cordial accept­ 
ance. 
It is bad; it 
is 
demoralizing. 
[Cheers.] 
THE PERORATION. 
I have no fear of theism in this House. 
Religion is the expression of the divine 
mind, and, however little our feeble vision 
may be able to discern tbe meam by which 
God may provide for its preservation, we 
may leave the m atter in His hands, and we 
may be sure that a firm and courageous ap­ 
plication of every principle of justice is 
tbe best way for the preservation and 
maintenance of religion. 
[Cheers.] And 
I must painfully record my opinion that 
grave injury has been done to religion in 
many minds—not in instructed minds, but 
in those which are ill-instructed or partly 
instructed—in consequence of things which 
ought never to have occurred. 
[Opposition 
cheers. ] Great mischief has been done in 
many minds by a resistance offered to the 
man elected by tbe constituency of N orth­ 
ampton, which a portion oi the people be­ 
lieve to be unjust. 
W hen they see tbe 
profession of religion and the interests of 
religion ostensibly associated w ith what 
they are deeply convinced is injustice, it 
lead3 to questions about religion itself 
which commonly end in impairing tho3e 
convictions and j th at belief, the loss of 
which I believe to be tbe most inexpress­ 
ible calamity which can fall either npon a 
man or npon a nation. 
[Land cheers.]

One body was identified &8 that of 
the second cook, named Jackson. 
Tw o of 
the bodies are supp used to be emigrant pas- 
sergers. 
N ine horses were also burned. The 
cargo, m ostly freight, was billed to this city, 
and is a total loss. 
The steam er’s hull has 
flvated down the river, about half a m ile be­ 
low the landing. 
Nothing is visible above 
the water but her galley-frame and w alking- 
beam. 
The steamer was valued at $50,000.

worked, and the vessel was at tho mercy of 
tha tide. 
The hawver was seized by tw enty 
m en, who put their whole strength to the 
trek of pulling the beat to the dock, and 
after a steady pull, which at first seemed of 
no avail, the boat begaa to move inward, 
planks were got off. and the passengers went 
ashore in reasonably good order. 
There had 
been, of course, much fesr and excitem ent 
during tho strngglo to reach the dock, but no 
loud demonstrations. 
There were occasional 
excrptions among a few em igrants, who be­ 
came much excited. 
Ia pulling tho hawsers 
to reach the dock the forward hawser broke, 
having been weakened by the flames. 
There 
were e auto passengers who bad become con­ 
futed, and did not understand T iilaw aj’s 
directions, remxiced in the forward end. 
These ia Bcme caeca dropped icto the water. 
Others to. k hold of the hawser before it gave 
way, and w ent hand over hand ashore. Two 
small boats were brought up, and they were 
devoted to persons struggling in the water.

a distance of nine inches, and at 50 to 
thirteen inches. 
A t 60 years of age ih e 
lens has so far lost its flexibility, and 
therefore its power of responding to the 
m uscle, th a t it cannot ordinarily give a 
clear object less than tw en ty-six inches 
from the eye.

T he B ritish B urm ah Gazetteer gives som e 
notes of rare in teiest on th e zoology of the 
country to w hich it relates. 
T he m am m a­ 
lia include th e M alasian tapir, four species 
of rhinoceros, a fresh-w ater dolphin and 
bats. 
M ost of the bats hibernate, as their 
congeners do in Europe, and one is re 
m arked for th e reservoir of fat w hich it 
accum ulates in its tail, to serve it in w in ­ 
ter. 
T be list of birds run up to seven hun­ 
dred and atventy-three species, or a hundred 
more than there are in all Europe. 
A curi­ 
ous fact is that several sp eeits are found in 
the Island of Java, S00 m iles south, w hile 
they are w h olly w anting in the neighboring 
peninsula of Malacca. 
Species^ that are 
found in India only at the foot of the H i­ 
m alayas, at a considerable elevation, occur 
here at tbe level of th e sea. 
Species of 
birds id en tical w ith those of Europe, or 
sim ilar to them , are not rare. 
T ne variety 
of the fauna ia explained b y th e physical 
configuration of the region, where a w alk 
ot a few hours w ill carry one from the 
green 6od of th e m eadows intersected by 
ricc-fields to the inaccessible precipices of 
th e granite m ountains, from the sea-shore 
jungles of bam boo and the rich, tropical 
vegetation of the coasts to im m ense virgin 
foresta and tho stiff and dark pines of the 
m ountain-sides. 
Tho list of reptiles ia dis* 
couraging to the settler, for it furnishes four 
crocodiles and seven ty serpents, one of 
w hich is a python th iriy feet long, and the 
bite of fifteen is poisonous. 
T he liafc of 
fishes is th e m ost interesting of ail. 
I t in ­ 
cludes the A tiabas ecandens, w hich they 
say com es out of the wa’er and goes up into 
the trees for insects ; species that have a 
reservoir cf air above th e gills, and w ill die 
of asphyxia if th ey are kept under water 
sud prevented from Drawing air directly 
frenr the atm osphere ; a s lurotd that has 
an accessory respiratory apparatuj attached 
to th e branchite; and th e fish-scorpion, 
w hich has a long air vessel passing across 
the m uscles of the back, and com m unicat­ 
ing interiorly w ith the giils ; th is explains 
how these fioh can livo in m ud. 
These 
respiratory organs seem elosc’y adapted to 
the sstiv ation w hich is the forced conse­ 
quence of the pluvial regim e of the country. 
A fter a heavy show er num erous fish w ill 
m ake their appearance in places ti.at wore 
absolutely dry a few hours before. 
Living 
fishes of certain species m ay be found buried 
two feet below the dry surface cf the soil. 
The 
OphiocepJutUdoe, lik e our eels, pass 
from one pond to another 
by gliding 
through tbe m oist grass, and th e A m ph ip- 
nous cuchia loves to rest on th e ground 
bidden in high grass ; and one m ay see it 
leap into the w ater w hen he approaches it. 
T ne Ophiocephalus striatu s builds a nest 
w ith its tail am ong th e aquatic plants on 
the banks of the rivers, and finishes it off 
w ith blades of grass, w hich it cuts w ith its 
m outh. 
T he eggs are laid in the nest, and 
the m ale takes cars of them , or, if he dies 
or is captured, the fem ale takes his place. 
Both w atch th e fry w ith as m uch care as a 
hen takes of her chickens, but w ill drive 
them aw ay w hen they have becom e large 
enough, and w ill eat them up if they do not 
go. 
The m ale of th e A riu s burm anicas 
batches out its little ooes ia its m outh ; 
fifteen or tw en ty eggs in different stages ot 
developm ent, and even recently hatched 
young ones, m ay be found in th e buccal 
cavity and on the branchiaie ; and, during 
th e w hole period of this incubation, the 
fish takes no food. 
T he varieties of the 
fauna of th is country support th e h yp oth ­ 
esis that it was prim itively an archipelago, 
separated b y the arms of the sea. 
T ne 
forms are often totally different on m ount­ 
ains, having precisely the sam e geological 
form ation, only fifteen or tw en ty m iles 
apar:.— [Popular Science M onthly.

A n o t h e r 
F is h 
S t o r y .— The 
Carson 
(N ev.) A p p e a l furnishes the follow ing : 
Y esterday m orning a th in g happened at 
the Lake Tahoe flum e w hich is som ething 
new in this region. 
A bout 10:30 o’clock 
one of th e m en w ho was w orking along­ 
side th e V flum e at th e lum ber yard called 
ou t to the m en below that all the fish in 
L ik e Tahoe were com ing down the flume. 
A few seconds later a school of fish struck 
the apparatus w hich is placed in the flume 
to torn stick s of tim ber over the edge of 
the flume, and being deflected fell over the 
workm en. 
T he w ater was fairly bristling 
w ith trout and suckers, and th ey seem ed 
to ccm e in irregular num bers about six 
inches long, alive. 
N early a ton of fish 
fell under the flame, and the workmen 
took them aw ay in baskets. 
A te n of fish 
in half an bour is about the best score on 
record for N evada. 
I t is believed that 
they were crow ded in to the supply pond 
of the flum e b y th e storm , and then driven 
in*o th e flum e in bunches of say tw o or 
three dozen in a bunch, th e y w ould strike 
the deflector aud fly in ail directions. 
T his thin g w as kep t np for nearly half an 
hour, w hen th ey got beautifully less and 
th en censed ccmÍDg altogether, 
T h ey were 
rw.rtot.lv Vsmrk trout. 


T o relieve severe coughs, m ix equal parts 
of hoarhound, elacam pane root, com frey 
root, spikenard and w ild cherry bark. B oil 
in one gallon of soft w ater dow n to one 
quart, then strain and add one pound of 
honey.

T he S an itarian recom m ends for the puri­ 
fication of th e air in the sick room to 
" place in the bed a sm all basket or other 
porous article, containing wood charcoal 
for th e purpose of absorbing the foul air, 
w hich, if diffused throughout the surround­ 
ing atm osphere, w ould be constantly re­ 
turned to the lungs and cauBe th e patient 
to die of auto infection. 
2. In a sick room 
in w hich infants are Bleeping, it is necessa­ 
ry to put a box or basket containing quick 
lim e and eome wood charcoal, for the pur­ 
pose of fixing th e carbonic acid exhaled 
from the lungs and of absorbing all the foul 
air generated in the syBtem and given off by 
exhalation from the skin or otherw ise." 


T be aim of exercise, says the London 
Lancet, is not solely to w ork the organism 
w hich is throw n in to activity, though that 
is oüe, arid a very im portant, part of the 
object in view , because as the livin g body 
w orks it feeds, and as it feeds it is replen­ 
ished ; but there is another purpose in ex ­ 
ercise, and that is to call into action and 
stim ulate th e facu lty of recuperation. The 
difference betw een beiDg accustom ed to ex ­ 
ercise and able to work " w ith o u t feeling 
it ,” and being barely able to accom plish a 
special task, and having it “ taken ou t” of 
one b y th e exp loit, w hether m ental or 
physical, is the difference betw een possess­ 
ing tha power of rapid repair by nutrition, 
and not having that power in w orking or­ 
der— so that som e tim e m ust elapse before 
recovery takes place, and during the in ter­ 
val there w ill be “ fatigu e” and m ore or 
less exhaustion. 
E xercise w ith a view to 
recuperation should never so m uch exceed 
the capacity of the recuperative faculty as 
to prostrate the nervous energy. 
T he work 
done ought not to produce any great sense 
of fatigue. 
If 
" exh au stion ” be experi­ 
enced, the exercise has been excessive in 
am ount. 
The best plan to pnrsne is to be­ 
gin w ith a m oderate am ount of work, con­ 
tinued during a brief period, and to m ake 
the len gth of the interval betw een the ces­ 
sation of the exercise and tho recovery of 
a feeling of “ freshness” th e guide as to 
the incroaee of exercise. 
W e do not mean 
that false sense of revival w hich is som e­ 
tim es derived from th e recourse to stim u ­ 
lants, but genuine recovery after a brief 
period of rest aud the use of plain n u triti­ 
ous fcod. 
If th is sim ple rule were carried 
in to practice by those who deBire " to grow 
stron g,” there w ould be less disappoint­ 
m ent, and 
generally 
better result, than 
often attends tbe eaceavbr to proii: by ex ­ 
ercise u n iutelligen tly em ployed. 
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Ou tbe day of ber w edding she is p at into 
a palanquin, sh u t up tigh t, and carried to 
her husband’s house. 
H ith erto sh e has 
been the spoiled pet of her m other ; no.v 
she is to be th e little siavs of her m other- 
in-law , on w hom she is to w ait, w hose 
com m ands she is im plicitly to obey, and 
who teaches 
her w h at she is to do to 
please her husband ; w hat dishes he lik ts 
best, 
and how to cook them . 
If this 
m other-in-law is kind she w ill let th e girl 
go home occasionally to v isit her m other. 
Of her husband she sees little or n oth ­ 
ing. 
She is of no more account to him than 
a little cat or dog w ould be. 
Thoro is sel­ 
dom , or never, any love betw een them , and 
no m atter how cruelly she m ay be treated, 
she can never com plain to her husband of 
anything his m other m ay do, for he would 
never take his w ife’s part. 
H er husband 
sends to her daily the portion of food that 
is to be eo&ked for her, him self and th e 
children. 
W hen it is prepared she places 
it on a large brass platter, and sends it to 
her husband's room. 
H e eats w hat he 
w ishes, and then th3 p latter is sent back, 
w ith w hat is left, for her and her children. 
T hey sit together on the ground and eat 
the 
re:na:nd.-r, 
having neither 
knives, 
forks nor spoons. 
W h ile she is young she 
is never allow ed to go anyw here. 
The little girls are m arried as young as 
3 years of age, and should tb e boy to 
whom such a child ia married die th e next 
day, she ia called a w idow , and is from 
henceforth, doom ed to perpetual w idow ­ 
hood— she can never m arry again. 
A s a 
w idow she m ust never w ear any jew elry, 
never dress her hair, never 
sleep on 
a 
bed, nothing but a piece of m aitiu g spread 
on th e hard brick floor— aud som etim es, in 
fact, not even that betw een her aud the 
cold brick ; and, no m atter how cMd the 
n ight m ay be, she m ust have no other cov­ 
ering than the thin garm ent she has worn 
in the day. 
She m ust eat but one m eal of 
food a day, and that of the coarsest kind ; 
and once in tw o w eeks she m ust fast tw en ­ 
ty-four houre. 
Then not a bit of food, not 
a drop of w ater or m edicine m ust pass ber 
lip s— not even if she wero dyiDg. 
She 
m ust nev^r ait down or speak in tne pres­ 
ence of her m other-in-law , unieS3 they 
com mand her to do so. 
H er food m art be cooked 
and eaten 
apart from th e other wom an’s. 
She is a 
disgraced, a degraded wom an. 
She m ay 
never even look oa a s any of the m arriage 
cerem onies or festivals. 
It w ould be an 
evil om6n for her to do so. 
She m ay have 
been a high-casto Brahm inic wom an ; but 
on her becom ing a w idow , any, even the 
low est servant, m ay order her to do w bat 
th ey do not liko to do. 
N o wom an in tho 
house m ust ever speak ona word of love or 
p ity to her, for it is 
upposed th at if a 
wom an show s the sligh test com m iseration 
to a w idow , she w ill im m ediately becom e 
one herself. 
It is estim ated that there are 80,000 w id­ 
ow s in India uader sixteen years of age. 
The prevalence of suicide am ong young fe­ 
m ales is so great th at it has been brought 
to the attention of the Courts. 
T his can 
be traced to the oppressive control exor­ 
cised by th e m other-in-law in household 
m atters over th e daughter-in-law , in d e­ 
p endently of aud unchecked by tho in ter­ 
ference of th e husband. 
T he son is ex ­ 
pected to taka the part of th e m other 
against the w ife,— [L eslie’s S u n d a y ‘M aga­ 
zine.

H e reached h is head around to 
ascertain w hat was going on, and, as he did 
so, his body turned and th e how itzer began to 
sw eep around the horizon. The m ule at last 
becam e excited , and h¡3 curiosity grew more 
and more intenee, and ia a second or tw o 
he was standing w ith h is four legs in a 
bunch, m aking six revolutions a m inute, 
and th e how itzer, 
understand, threaten ­ 
ing sudden 
death to every m an w ithin 
half a m ile. T he com m andant was observed 
suddenly to clim b up a tree. T he L ieu ten ­ 
ants w ere seen slid in g over the bluff into 
the river, as if th ey d id n ’t care at all .about 
the high price of uniform s ; the A djutau t 
m ade good tim e tow ard tho f o r t ; the Ser­ 
geant began to 
throw up breastw orks 
w ith his bayonet, and tho M ?jor rolled 
over the ground and groaned. 
In tw o or 
three m inutes there w as a puff of sm oke, 
a d u ll thud, and the m ule— o h ! w in re 
was ha? 
A solitary jackass m ight have 
been seen turning sucoeesive back-som - 
m ersaults over the bluff, only to rest at 
anchor, finally, w ith his how itzer at the 
bottom of the river, w h ile the ball w en t off 
tow ards the fort, h it the chim ney in the 
M ajor’s quarters, ra llied the adobe bricks 
dow n into the parlor and frightened the 
M ajor’s w ife into convuieious. 
T hey do 
not allude to it now , and no report of the 
result of the experim ent waa ever sent to 
the W ar D epartm ent.— [Chicago T iibune.
